Unless otherwise indicated, all sources referred 
to in this communication have furnished reliable information 
in the past. 

This investigation is based on information 
which indicates that Huey P. Newton is 
engaged in activities which could involve 
a violation of Title 18, United States Code 
Section 2383 (Rebellion or Insurrection), 

OQQA 4- n ortQt: 

(Aovocating the Uverthrow of the United 
States Government), in that he is presently 
the leading functionary of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP). 

The BPP, which was organized at Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, in December 1966, publishes a newspaper 
entitled "The Black Panther" which has openly 
advocated guerrilla warfare as part of a revo- 
lutionary program to end oppression of black 
people. In the September 13, 1969, issue of 
"The New York Times", BPP Chief of Staff David 
> Hilliard stated "We advocate the very direct 

overthrow of the Government by way of force and

violence". In March 1972, the principal leader 
of the BPP, Huey Newton, was quoted in "Ramparts" 
magazine as saying "an armed struggle is still 
my belief and always will be. We have to get it 
to that point. We're building and organizing 
an army to finally get people to the point where 
we'll fight, because we believe that the only 
v/ay we will resolve the final contradiction is 
through armed struggle". In the May 1973 issue 
of "Playboy" magazine, Newton stated the 
Panthers' "Chief ambition is to change the 
American Government by any means necessary" 
and "ultimately it will be through armed 
violence, because the American ruling class 
will not give up without a bitter struggle". 

Investigation was initiated on captioned individual 
at Los Angeles, California, when Source One advised on April 24, 
1974, that Huey P. Newton might possibly be a speaker at one of 
the Claremont Colleses, Claremont, California, during the 

On April 25, 1974, Source Two advised Newton ^^as 
scheduled as a speaker at the Me Connell Center, Pitzer College, 
Claremont, California, 1:00 p.m., Saturday, April 27, 1974, 
and 10:30 a.m. , Sunday, April 28, 1974. Source advised Pitzer 
College, 1050 North Mills Avenue, Claremont, was the host and 
sponsor of the conference entitled "Education: Where Is It?", 
dedicated to the educational process and social change. 

On May 1, 1974, Source Three advised Newton spoke to 
approximately 30 individuals at Pitzer College on Saturday, 

April 27, 1974. Newton expressed the hope before the meeting 
that people would ask him about his trip to China. However, 
the students and teachers present were most interested in 
what political movements the Black Panther Party (BPP) is now 
involved in. Nev7ton responded by noting that "We're very 
much into Ceasar Chavez and the farm workers. We helped 
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HUEY P. NEWTON 


600 of the farm workers use the University of California at / 
Santa Cruz Campus as a base to organize the Safeway boycott / 
in town. The BPP has been considerably involved in the labor f 
movement, especially in organizing wildcat strikes because so 
many of the unions are so corrupt”. 

Newton added that tie BPP is working very closely 
with families of the prisoners in contacting the unions of the 
prisoners; however, Newton felt that the Panthers are working 
with the prisoners unions because different groups put fortmrd 
varied strategies so ”we have to keep organizational distinction 
clear.” White radicals, in particular, he said, have a tendency 
to over romanticize the prisoner and automatically make him 
the leader. ”This could be very destructive to the movement. 

It is true that prison either makes or breaks a man, but 
usually it breaks him.” 

On April 29, 1974, Source Four advised Newton spoke 
to approximately 40 men and women at the Me Connell Center, 
Pitzer College, on Sunday, April 28, 1974. Most of the indi- 
-tri'Hnoic •nvoGent pinppared to be students. It was stated by 
Newton chai. he had once 'said that" cchccl was a wests of time,- 
structure-wise and time-wise. Also, it would be more helpful 
if teachers had credentials , that students should have a 
standard amount of time to be taught, then go to a 1 library 
to discuss what they learned among themselves, so that they 
can deal with the real problems of the United States. School 
should just be the base to learn reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Students should learn how to be critical of 
what they learn and share their information. That way, 
more would be gotten out of their scholarly pursuits and 
applies to everyday living.” / 

"The universities are jealous of the students' academic 
pursuits. Students should be practical with their learning. 

They are safer in the Universities than in the streets. The 
BPP is laboring to draw in many other groups, including 
prisoners. The BPP has a public service station wagon which 
is used for free trips for families and loved ones of the 
prisoners. The leftists romanticize too much. That's the 
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HUEY P. NEWTON 


wrong approach. It can be detrimental and bring about 
repression and a loosening of prison controls. Prisoners 
are being brutalized and becoming victims of juvenile 
harrassment. *' 

Newton advised that he attempted to restrain 
prisoners from Folsom to Attica against rebellion, because 
during the three years he spent in solitary confinement, he 
was approached to lead armed rebellion. He told the prisoners 
rebellion never made walls fall. He also told the prisoners 
that by engaging in acts of rioting, it may not be as serious 
as rebelling in other ways, for instance, by not doing anything, 
even refusing to work. The BPP program for older people was 
reviewed by Newton, and Newton indicated the program is 
designed to help older people from being mugged and robbed 
in Oakland, The BPP escorts the older people on their chores, 
for instance, to and from the bank, paying bills, etcetera, 
Newton said in talking to some of^the older individuals, 
he found them to be more willing to group and be radicals 
than he had originally believed. The older people are ready 
3.Tici v^i J. J- ing mrvc’r 

citizens’ homes are surprisingly populated by white supporters 
and Newton finds the program exciting. 

Newton referred to a prison experience in China. 

He indicated there are many communes , and each is armed and 
on alert. The Chinese are afraid perhaps the United States 
and Soviet Union are going to attack at the same time. The 
Chinese officials showed Newton through the tunnels that had 
been built underground in the vicinity of Peking, China, and 
how the Chinese have prepared to defend themselves against a 
nuclear attack. Newton mentioned the Chinese view of 
acupuncture and stated the Chinese army is trained in acu- 
puncture to remove bullets and heal themselves on the 
battlefield. Newton supports the Chinese politics, but 
not all the way, because of family and friends here in 
America.

After the speech, Newton was overheard discussing ' 
the possibility of his return to Los Angeles on May 3, 1974. 
Newton did not specify the duration of the trip or the reason 
for returning to Los Angeles.

guard I and his secretary, described as a Negro, 
female, age ZP to 30, 5*2”, 100 pounds, fair complexion, 
black hair, well dressed, wearing slacks, a long sweater and 
lots of jewelry.

This is in response to the June 20, 1974, 
memorandum from Assistant Attorney General Scott 
P. Crampton of the Tax Division to you- requesting 
to he advised as to a Department policy not to 
reveal the existence or contents of the electronic 
surveillances conducted by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation on several offices of the Black 
Panther Party. 

It was not anticipated that the case of 

United States v. Hilliard would establish a 
■ ' ■ ■ ' ■ 

Departmental policy forbidding the disclosure of 
electronic surveillance material regarding members 
of the Black Panther Party. In that case, the 
logs reflecting the overhearings of Hilliard 
were made available to the trial court for an in 
camera inspection. Thereafter, when the Government 
was faced with the prospect of furnishing this 
material to defense counsel or not proceeding with 
the trial, a decision was made to dismiss the 
indictment rather than yielding the documents at 
that time.

While the issue of furnishing electronic 
surveillance information regarding members of the 
Black Panther Party has not arisen in a criminal 
case since Hilliard, in the civil case of Dellinger 
Mitchell we have furnished copies of all of the 
authorizations for the electronic surveillances and 
we are prepared to permit an examination of all 
logs of overhearings. Therefore, I cannot envision 
any policy impediment to making such information'^ 
available in this case should the need eventuate. 

For your information, in addition to the 
surveillances of various Black Panther Party offices, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, for a period 
of time, maintained both microphone and telephonic 
coverage of Hughie Newton’s apartment in Oakland, 
California.

The above-captioned case involves an attempt by Hughie 
Nev;ton and others on behalf of the Black Panther Party to 
enjoin and impede an investigation presently under way into 
the tax affairs of Hughie Newton being conducted by the 
Intelligence Division of the Internal Revenue Service. In 
discussing this case with the Office of the United States 
Attorney in San Francisco, we ascertained that there was an 
earlier criminal proceeding instituted by personnel from the 
former Internal Security Division and the United States 
Attorney's office, against David Hilliard, also a member of 
the Black Panther Party. In that proceeding, Mr. Hilliard 
attempted to obtain information regarding the existence and 
details of electronic surveillance of the Black Panther 
Party. Judge William P. Gray, sitting by special designation 
in San Francisco, ordered the Government to disclose the 
existence of electronic surveillance and to reveal the 
details of such surveillance. This decision was appealed to 
the Ninth Circuit and affirmed. Thereupon, a decision was 
made in the Department to dismiss the indictments against Mr. 
Hilliard rather than disclose the details, or for that matter, 
even acknowledge the electronic surveillance. 

We understand the Internal Revenue Service personnel who 
are presently conducting the Intelligence Division investigation 
with respect to Mr. Newton are attempting to isolate them.selves

from source material from any other agency so as to obviate 
the problem that any of the evidence in this case could be 
considered the fruits of the poisoned tree. It would appear, 
however, that if it is still the decision of the Department 
of Justice neither to reveal the existence of electronic 
surveillance of the Black Panther Party nor the contents of 
any such electronic surveillance, then ultimately we may again 
be faced with the decision of whether to dismiss the anticipated 
criminal proceedings against Mr. Newton and possibly any civil 
proceedings. We would therefore recommend that consideration be 
given at the present time as to whether the Department's policy 
with respect to the disclosure of electronic surveillance regard- 
ing the Black Panther Party still exists and, if it does , perhaps 
advising the Internal Revenue Service of this policy and suggest- 
ing to them that, in light of such policy, it would be fruitless 
for them to proceed further with their investigation. 

The case against Mr. Hilliard bore Criminal No. 69-141 in 
the United States District Court for the Northern District of 
California and No. 71-2097 in the United States Court of Appeals 
for the Ninth Circuit, and is carried in the Department under 
D. J. No. 146-7-6366. It is our understanding that, if any fur- 
ther information is needed as to the extent of electronic surveil- 
lance employed in connection with the Black Panther Party or the 
decision not to proceed with the case, Brandon Alvey in the Criminal 
Division is in a position to discuss the matter.

Just a few months ago Huey P. 
Newton, a co-founder of the Black 
Panther Party in the late 196(l’s, 
seemed to be riding h^h. After more 
than two years in prison, his 1968 
conviction for the slaying of an Oak- 
land policeman in a street shoot-out 
had been overturned. 

The self-confessed teen-age bur- 
glar, whose autobiography “Revolu- 
tion Suicides,” revealed that he was a 
“functional illiterate” in high school, 
went on to win a national reputation 
as a writ er. 

Tms fall the man who in fffTa cV' 
authored “In Search of Common 
Ground” with Harvard Prof. Erik 
Erlkson was scheduled to enter a PhD 
program in humanities at the Santa 
Cruz campus of the University of 
California. 

But now Huey P. Newton has either 
been killed by “Mafia types” or — 
like his onetime colleague Eldridge 
Cleaver — has fled the country to 
escape possible return to prison, 
according to his supporters. ' 

Bail revoked 

On Aug. 23, when Mr. Newton failed 
to appear for arraignment in Oediland 
Municipal C!ourt, his $42,000 bail was 
revoked, and a warrant was issued for 
his arrest. He is charged with three 
counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon.

Mr. Newton’s lawyer, Charles R. 
Garry, has expressed concern about 
his client’s safety. He said he was told 
last summer by former Oakland po- 
lice chief Charles Galne that there 
was a $10,000 price tag on Mr. 
Newton’s head. Black Panther Elaine 
Brown said a death contract had been 
put out on Mr. Newton by sonie 
"underworld Mafia types” at a meet- 
ing last year In the Oakland Hills. 

Former police chief Galne, now 
director of public safety In St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., confirmed he had warned 
lawyer Garry. Oakland’s cuirent po- 
lice chief George Hart said he was 
unaware of the threat and that he has 
"no Indications that there are people 
actively pursuing the demise of New- 
ton." 

Concern admitted 

Mr. Garry told this newspaper that 
Mr. Newton was extremely apprehen- 
sive the last time they met, more than 
a week ago. "They’re out to get me, 1 
don’t know who I can trust,” he 
recalls his client as saying. 

Both Mr. Garry and a Black Pan- 
ther spokesman say Mr. Newton 
reported being shot at on two occa- 
sions since September, 1973. 

Mr. Garry suggests the contract 
ptlT out by a group who felt 
threatened by the Panther organiza- 
tion. A Panther spokesman says some 
businessmen or others who resented 
what they "Incorrectly” saw as Pan- 
ther shakedown activities might have 
been behind the attempt. 

But both the Black Panthers and 
Mr. Garry condede Mr. Newton may 
have fled the country to end 6^ years 
of what they call police harassment. 

Down at the Black Panthers’ mod- 
em, ultra-orderly, almost spartan 
storefront office In heavily black East 
Oakland, a neatly dressed. Impec- 
cably polite bearded spokesman pro- 
duced a carefully prepared press 
release accusing the Oakland police 
of harassment. 

It suggested the police had system- 
atically sought to provoke clashes 
with Panthers In general and Huey 
Newton in particular. It called for a 
“complete public investigation” to 
prevent a Watergate type cover-pp of 
the “ ‘dirty tricks’ by the QaMand 


Police Department In conjuction with 
federal authorities.” 

Oakland Police Chief George Hart 
denied the harassment charge with a 
blunt, “We have neither the time, the 
concern, nor the inclination to chase 
that bunch.” 

At the Panther’s East Oakland 
headquarters a large, red-framed 
portrait of Huey Newton dominates 
the neatly wood paneled reception 
room. Above the reception desk, 
where a transistorized FM radio 
discreetly plays Jazz, hang bronze 
award plaques from groups like the 
Bay Area Urban League and the 
national Black American Law Stu- 
dents Association. 

Bobby Seale prominent 

Most of them are engraved with the 
name of Bobby Seale, a co-founder of 
the para-milltary Black Panthers who 
last year ran for Oakland mayor. In a 
run-off election May 16, Mr. Seale 
drew 46,000 votes to winner John 
Reading’s 77,000. 

Since the Panthers toned down their 
police-baiting rhetoric, piiv-TiiSf 
names on the ballot, and emphasized 
community-help efforts such as free 
breakfasts and other food giveaway 
programs, Mr. Newton’s public role 
has shrunk and Bobby Seale has come 
more into the limelight as a local 
political ceuididate and spokesman. 

A Panther spokesman confirms at- 
torney Garry’s contention that his 
client was under a party stricture to 
only very rarely leave his elegant 
$650-a-month Lake Merrit penthouse, 
which once caused so much con- 
troversy over just how close Huey 
Newton was to “the people.” 

Both say Mr. Newton’s virtual 
house confinement was necessary to 
protect him from harassment by 
police or by other unidentified per- 
sons “out to get him.”

Selvin, Alameda County District Attorney's Office, Oakland, 
California, advised that on April 15, 1974, Huey Newton and 
had appeared in the Oakland-Piedmont Municipal 
Court before the Honorable Winton Me Kibben, on the assault 
and weapons charges filed against Newton in connection with

that at a later date Newton ' s bodyguard could come into the 
OPD and ask for a gun permit. | Stated that he had no 
information that the SLA was attempting to kill Newton. 

On May 1, 1974, SF T-5 advised that Huey Newton 
spoke to approximately thirty individuals at Pitzer College, 
Claremont, California, on Saturday, April 27, 1974. Newton 
expressed the hope before the meeting that people would ask 
him about his trip to China. However, the students and 
teachers present were most interested- in what political 
movements the BPP was involved in. Newton responded by 
noting, "We're very much into Ceasar Chavez and the farm 
workers. We helped 600 of the farm workers use the Univer- 
sity of California at Santa Cruz campus as a base to organize 
the Safeway boycott in town. The BPP has been considerably 
involved in the labor movement, especially in organizing 
wildcat strikes because so many of the unions are so corrupt." 
Newton added that the BPP was working very closely with fam- 
ilies of the prisoners in contacting the unions of the 
prisoners. However, Newton believed that the Panthers were 
working with the prisoners' unions because different groups 
have forwarded varied strategies, "So we have to keep organi- 
zational distinction clear." White radicals, in particular, 
he said, had a tendency to over-romanticize the prisoner and 
automatically make him the leader. "This could be very 
destructive to the movement. It is said that priscm, either 
makes or breaks a man, but usually it breaks him."j2^ ^ 

On April 29, 1974, SF T-6 advised that Newton spoke 
to approximately 40 men and women at the McConnell Center, 
Pitzer College, on Sunday, April 28, 1974. Most of the indi- 
viduals present appeared to be students. It was stated by 
Newton that he had once said, "School is a waist of time, 
structure-wise and time-wise. Also, it would be more help- 
ful if teachers had credentials, that students should have 
a standard amount of time to be taught, then go to a library 
to discuss what they learned among themselves, so that they 
can deal with the real problems of the United States . School 
should just be the base to learn reading, writing, and arith- 
metic. Students should learn how to be critical of what they 
learn and share their information. That way, more would be 
gotten out of |their/ scholarly pursuits and applies to every- 
day living."" ' 




"The universities are jealous of the students' 
academic pursuits. Students should be practical with their 
learning. They are safer in the universities than in the 
streets . The BPP is laboring to draw many to the groups , 
including prisoners. The BPP has a public service station 
wagon which is used for free trips for families and loved 
ones of the prisoners. The leftists romanticize too much. 

That's the wrong approach. It can be detrimental and bring 
about repression and a loosening of prison controls. Pri- 
soners are being brutalized and becoming victims of juvenile 
harrassment . " ' - 

Newton advised that he attempted to restrain pri- 
soners from Folsom to Attica against rebellion because during 
the three years he spent in solitary confinement, he was ap- 
proached to lead armed rebellion. He told the prisoners 
rebellion never made walls fall. He also told the prisoners 
that by engaging in acts of rioting, it may not be as serious 
as rebellion in other ways, for instance, by not doing anything, 
even refusing to work. 

The BPP program for older people was reviewed by 
Newton, and Newton indicated the program is designed to help 
older people from being mugged and robbed in Oakland. The 
people escort the older people on their chores, for instance, 
to and from the bank, paying bills, etc. Newton said in talking 
to some of the older individuals, he found them to be more 
willing to group and be radicals than he had originally be- 
lieved. The older people are ready and willing to demonstrate. 
Newton advised that most senior citizens' homes are surpris- 
ingly populated by white supporters, and Newton finds the 
program exciting. 

Newton referred to a prison experience in China. 

He indicated there are many communes, and each is armed and 
on alert. The Chinese are afraid perhaps the United States 
and Soviet Union are going to attack at the same time . The 
Chinese officials showed Newton through the tunnels that had 
been built underground in the vicinity of Peking, China, and 
how the Chinese have prepared to defend themselves against 
a nuclear attack. Newton mentioned the Chinese view of 
acupuncture and stated the Chinese Army is trained in acu- 
puncture to remove bullets and heal themselves on the battle- 
field. Newton supports the Chinese politics, but not all the 
way, because of family and friends here in America.

1 BLACK PANTPIER PARTY 

The Black Panther Party (BPP) , organized in December, 
1966, at Oakland, California, by Huey P. Newton and Bobby George 
Seale, has the publicly stated purpose of organizing black 
people to take control of the life, politics and destiny of 
the black community. The Party, operating the Black Panther 
Intercomraunal News Service, publishes a newspaper called, 

”Th 0 Black Panther”, which at one time openly advocated the 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics in a revolutionary program 
to end the oppression of the black people but since early 1971 
has spoken for a survival program pending revolution. 

While openly advocating direct overthrow of the U. S. 
Government by force and violence until 1971, leaders have since 
avoided extreme statements in favor of calling for action within 
the established order. Newton, in an interview appearing in the 
May, 1973 issue of "Playboy" magazine, stated the Panthers' chief 
ambition is to change the American Government by any means 
necessary but that ultimately such change will be through armed 
violence, 

BPP national headquarters, aka Black Panther 
Intercomsaunal Headquarters, as of May, 1974, continued to be 
located in Oakland, California, with branches throughout the 
country.

Huey Percy Newton, also known as Huey Newton, Don 
Penn, boim February 17, 1942, at Monroe, Louisiana, described 
as Negro male adult, black hair, brown eyes, 5 'll", 160 
pounds. Social Security Account Number 566-56-4675, and FBI 
number 804 121 E, has been publicly Identified as a co-founder 
of the Black Panther Party (BPP)(see Appendix), leader of 
the BPP faction headquartered in Oakland, disappeared on or 
about August 23, 1974, inasmuch as he failed to appear in 
an Oakland Court to answer local charges of murder, armed 
assault on a police officer, and resisting arrest. 

On June 2, 1975, the Oakland Tribune newspaper 
carried an article in the final edition on page one entitled 
"Huey Newton Now Living In Havana," This article reflected 
the following information: 

"Huey Newton, the fugitive Black Panther Party 
leader wanted for murder and assault, is living in Havana 
and contacted his supporters here by telephone as recently 
as last Friday, according to sworn testimony in Alameda 
County Superior Court, 

"The testimony in the assault trial of Robert 
Heard, 26, Newton's bodyguard, led Heard's defense attorney 
to ask that he be sent to Cuba with a deputy district attorney 
and a court reporter to take Newton's deposition about a 
tape the defense says could clear Heard, 

"The statements in court by Newton's attorney, 
Charles Garry, and Elaine Brown, who assumed leadership of 
the Black Panther Party after Newton disappeared last 
August 14, confirmed earlier speculation that Newton had 
fled to Cuba. ^ 

"'I was home last Friday and he called me collect'. 
Miss Brown testified, adding that he had telephoned her as 
many as 20 times.

"’I got a collect call from him there', Garry told 
the court. 'It was three months ago, and I know from other 
sources he's still there.' 

"The two were called as witnesses by defense 
attorney John George in Heard's trial for assault in the 
pistol -whipping of Preston Callins, a 56-year-old tailor. 

"George summoned Garry in an attempt to prove his 
contention that police are hiding a tape recording on which 
Callins assertedly said he was responsible for the pistol- 
whipping incident in Newton's penthouse apartment in Oakland. 

"Garry testified that Newton told him there was 
such a tape, and that he went to the apartment to get it, 
only to find police with a search warrant. The officers 
refused to let him in the apartment, Garry said. 

"Heard, along with Newton, is also charged with 
assault on two police officers July 30 in a bar on West 
MacArthur Boulevard. In addition, Newton is charged with 
murder in the shooting of a 17-year-old girl a few weeks 
before he disappeared. 

"Miss Brown testified that she also received a 
letter from Newton through an unofficial Cuban diplomatic 
mission in New York, and that she believed she could get 
his address from the Cubans. 

"George proposed that he, Dep. Dist. Atty. Thomas 
Orloff and a court reporter be sent to Cuba to take an oral 
deposition from Newton concerning the alleged tape. 

"Orloff, who opposed the admission into evidence 
of a written deposition in which he would not have the 
right of cross-examination, also argued there is no precedent 
for a judge sending lawyers to a nation that might be 
harboring an alleged felon.

Garry had reportedly 
testified, according to Orloff, that Newton had last 
telephoned Garry from Cuba three months ago, but Garry said 
he knew from "other sources" that Newton is still in Cuba. 

On June 4, 1975, the San Francisco Examiner 
newspaper contained an article on page two entitled "Judge 
Refuses to Contact Newton," The article indicated that on 
June 3, 1975, Alameda County, California, Superior Court 
Judge Stanley Golde had refused to send an investigator to 
Havana, Cuba, to talk to fugitive BPP founder Huey Newton. 

Judge Golde, according to the article, gave no reason for 
denying the request which had been made by attorney John George 
presently defending Robert Heard, supra.

On June 10, 1975, an authorized complaint of 
Assistant United States Attorney Robert Ward was filed before 
U.S. Magistrate Thomas H. Rothwell by a Special Agent of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation at Oakland, California, 
charging Huey Percy Newton with violation of Section 1073, 
Title 18, United States Code, Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for murder, resisting arrest, and armed assault 
upon a police officer. Bail was recommended at $200,000 
and warrant was lodged with the U.S. Marshal's Office at 
San Francisco, California. 
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BLACK PANTHER PARTY 

FORMERLY KNOWN AS THE BLACK PANTHER PARTY FOR SELF-DEFENSE 


The Black Panther Party (BPP) , organized in December, 
1966, at Oakland, California, by Huey P. Newton and Bobby George 
Seale, has the publicly-stated purpose of organizing black 
people to take control of the life, politics and destiny of 
the black community. The Party, operating the Black Panther 
Intercommunal News Service, publishes a newspaper called 
"The Black Panther," which at one time openly advocated the 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics in a revolutionary program 
to end the oppression of the black people but since early 
1971 has spoken for a survival program pending revolution. 

BPP national headquarters, also known as Black Panther 
Intercommunal Headquarters, is located in Oakland, California. 

While openly advocating direct overthrow of the 
U. S. Government by force and violence until 1971, leaders 
have since avoided extreme statements in favor of calling 
for action within the established order. Newton, in an 
interview appearing in the May, 1973 issue of "Playboy" 
magazine, stated the Panthers' chief ambition is to change 
the American Government by any means necessary but that 
ultimately such change will be through armed violence. 

Despite its claimed dedication to community service, 
indicators of the BPP ' s continued attraction to violence 
persist. Since July, 1974, Newton and other BPP members have 
been arrested in Oakland, California, for threatening police 
officers, murder of a 17-year-old female and the pistol whipping 
of Newton's tailor. Newton failed to appear on these charges 
and is now a local fugitive. Additionally, one died and three 
were wounded as a result of a shoting at a BPP-sponsored 
dance in Oakland, Califoznia, in October, 1974.

On May 28, 1975, Ben Zupan, County Counsel for 
Alameda County, Administrative Building, Oakland, California, 
advised that the Superior Court of Alameda County had issued 
a summary judgment requiring forfeiture of $42,000 bail of 
Huey P. Newton for failure to appear in District Court #6,

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 

FORMERLY KNOVrt^ AS THE BLACK PANTHER PARTY FOR SELF-DEFENSE 


The Black Panther Party (BPP) , organized in December, 
1966, at Oakland, California, by Huey P. Newton and Bobby George 
Seale, has the publicly-stated purpose of organizing black 
people to take control of the life, politics and destiny of 
the black community. The Party, operating. the Black Panther 
Intercommunai News Service, publishes a newspaper called 
"The Black Panther," which at one time openly advocated the 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics in a revolutionary program 
to end the oppression of the black people but since early 
1971 has spoken for a survival program pending revolution. 

BPP national headquarters, also known as Black Panther 
Intercommunai Headquarters, is located in Oakland, California. 

While openly advocating direct overthrow of the 
U. S. Government by force and violence until 1971, leaders 
have since avoided extreme statements in favor of calling 
for action within the established order. Newton, in an 
interview appearing in the .lay, 1973 issue of "Playboy" 
magazine, stated the Panthers' chief ambition is to change 
the American Government by eny means necessary but that 
ultimately such change will be through armed violence. 

Despite its claimed dedication to community service, 
indicators of the BPP's contrnued attraction to violence 
persist. Since July, 1974, Newton and other BPP members have 
been arrested in Oakland, California, for threatening police 
officers, murder of a 17-year--old female and the pistol whipping 
of Newton's tailor. Newton failed to appear on these charges 
and is now a local fugitive. Additionally, one died and three 
were wounded as a result of a shoting at a BPP-sponsored 
dance in Oakland, California, in October, 1974.

That Is one of the experiences Dr. Rich- 
ard E. Lapchick savors from a recent visit 
to Castro’s Cuba, a rarity for Americans. 

The visit for a United Nations confe^ 
ence in Havana was so sensitive that the 
State Department sent Lapchick’s request 
for approval to Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 

Visits by Americans to Cuba, while never 
commonplace, have become rarer since 
Cuba's involvement in Angola. 

Lapchick, a political science professor at 
Virginia Wesleyan College in Virginia 
Beach, came away in his conviction from 
years of study: 

“What the Cubans have accomplished 
under Castro in 18 years is truly a remarka- 
ble thing.” 

From Havana to the provinces, he said, 
there is new construction everywhere, em- 
phasis is on education and health, and “the 
level of political consciousness is almost 
overwhelming.” 

Lapchick, who anticipated that his move- 
ments would be closely controlled, said 
that he was allowed to travel freely and 
that he saw “a real example of the sense of 

community that we once knew In this 
country.”

I write to express some serious concerns shared by many about your recent 
appointment to the directorship of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) , 
and to. offer a modest proposal for alleviating some of these concerns. 

The initial concern, of course, is also the principle reason I and others 
are reluctant to simply congratulate you upon your appointment: we fear your 
well-deserved and earned professional reputation will be used, and eventually 
destroyed in order to rehabilitate a badly discredited bureaucracy which con- 
tinues to violate the Constitution and common notions of decency. The record 
speaks for itself in this regard. You have defined yourself over a consider- 
able time period by a series of judicial decisions as a person who understands 
the Constitution and respects the rights of our citizenry. You have not hesi- 
tated to protect those rights from abuse, even when the victims have been 
powerless mental patients and prisoners and the normal symbol of law, the State, 
has acted as a violator of law. 

The FBI, on the other hand, despite a well-financed public relations cam- 
paign to the contrary, is now smarting from recent revelations about its tram- 
pling upon the most fundamental rights of citizens because of their political 
views, signif icanly, the political views of the FBI's victims span the politi- 
cal spectrum and seem to have only one common trait: they represent points of 
view not shared by those in power. The Black Panther Party has, as you know, 
been identified by Congressional committees as the primary victim of the FBI’s 
illegal campaign to destroy an organization politically and financially. Docu- 
mented tactics employed by the FBI for this unlawful purpose have ranged from 
the draconian measure of setting our leaders up for assassination to the more 
common place, although still outrageous acts of burglary and assisting in false 
arrests of our members.

Despite these well-documented revelations, which you, I and others know 
to be only the "tip of the iceberg" of unlawful and horrendous acts undertaken 
by the FBI, the agency shows almost no contrition or capacity for change. In- 
deed, the rallying of support by career FBI agents when one of their own was 
recently indicted for allegedly ordering unlawful wire-tapping and burglaries 
bespeaks an attitude of contempt for the lax^ they are sworn to uphold. More 
disturbing is the explicit rationale offered by FBI representatives as to why 
the prosecution and further Investigation and revelation of FBI abuses should 
cease: they are harmful to the morale of the Bureau. An agency of the govern- 
ment that places its own morale above the Constitution is not one susceptible 
to reform from even the toughest-minded director. Hopefully, you will not 
succumb to the familiar refrain to "get Watergate behind us," to stop inquir- 
ing into the past abuses of the FBI — though the worst are likely still hid- 
den — and look to the future under the leadership of its new, honest and 
law-abiding director. Instead, if you are to avoid prostituting your career 
and reputation — and I believe that must be your intention — you will need 
to act swiftly and forcefully to show that the Constitution takes precedence 
over the bureaucratic imperative or morale of the Bureau. In this regard, I 
offer the following proposal. 

There are presently pending in the federal courts several civil law suits 
against the Bureau for conspiring to violate, and in fact violating, the rights 
of political organizations. Our Party has such a suit for money damages and 
Injunctive relief in federal district court in Washington, D.C. ' (Black Panther 
Party v. Levi, No. 76-2205, D.D.C.) In our case, the government’s motions to 
dismiss were denied last May and the FBI and other defendants were ordered to 
comply with and complete discovery by September 25, 1977. Not surprisingly, 
the Justice Department has refused to this date to turn over a single docu- 
ment pursuant to the court order. This litigation presently promises to be 
protracted and expensive, even though I feel we will ultimately prevail as 
with other plaintiffs in their separate but related suits against the Bureau. 
You, however, can truly put the past — and likely present — abuses of the 
FBI behind us all by taking two steps upon assuming the directorship. 

First, instruct the Bureau to turn over all evidence of illegal acts by 
the FBI, its agents and informants, to the victims of these actions. Second, 
based upon your own evaluation of the facts and damage done, make a reasonable 
offer of settlement to the wrongfully injured parties. I cannot speak for 
those who have brought suits, independent of ours against the FBI, but as for 
the Black Panther Party I can assure you that, based upon your reputation and 
past judicial decisions, I would accord great weight to a settlement offer you 
feel is fair. 

In this way, and only in this way, do I believe you can heal the wounds so 
callously inflicted by the Bureau upon this country. To be sure, this is no

easy task, but in the long run it is easier and certainly more honorable than 
presiding over a bureau that attempts to continue a cover-up of its illegal 
activities at the expense of your fine reputation. 

I look forward to hearing from you in the near future respecting this pro- 
posal and am hopeful that you will not merely be substituted for your prede- 
cessor in your official capacity as Director in the important federal civil 
law suits pending against the Bureau.

NEWTON remains confined at the California Men's 
Colony-East, Los Padres, California. His conviction 
for voluntary manslaughter has been appealed. and is 
to be argued before the California Court of Appeals 
2/11/70. NEWTON continues to hold his position as 
Minister of Defense, of the BPP and remains a member 
of the Central Committee of this organization. 

While imprisoned, NEWTON polled 12,164 votes in an 
unsuccessful bid fer U. S. Congressman from the 
7th District in the 19 68 general elections. While 
confined he has issued various orders and directives 
to BPP leadership. Various vritings by NEWTON, the 
majority of which have previously been published, 
have been reprinted during this period and continue 
to espouse the ideologies of NEWTON himself and the 
BPP. Writings titled "The Black Panthers," 

"Prison, Where is Thy Victory?" and "Functional'" 

Def inition of Politics" by NEWTON have also appeared 
during this period. The BPP continues to publicize. 
NEWTON heavily and sponsored ralTies and birthday 
benefits in NEWTON ' s behalf in 1969. A. taped 
"Message from HUEY" was played at various birthday 
benefits in February 1969. Similar BPP activity 
in behalf of NEWTON is planned f or 197 0 . 
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I. BACKGROUND 

A . Present Location and Status 

HUEY P. NEWTON remains confined at the California 
Men’s Colony-East, Los Padres, California, where he continues' 
to serve a sentence of up to fifteen years imprisonment for 
voluntary manslaughter, imposed in Superior Court, Alameda 
County, California, September 27 , 196.8 , He was convicted ■;;in 
that court September 8, 1968 , on charges originating with the 
shooting death of an Oakland, Cal.ifornia, police officer 
attempting to arrest him on October 28 , 1967 .

In connection with his present confinement at 
Los Padres since November, 1968 , NEWTON has:j'efused to perform 
any of the normal prison work and has, therefore, been confined 
to his cell except for periods of approximately three hours 
per day for meal purposes.

Visiting regulations are strictly enforced on NEWTON 
and he is allowed to list ten individuals on his authorized list 
and only those persons are allowed to visit. At one time 
NEWTON had listed only eight individuals on his visitors list 
and, therefore, other individuals were allowed to accompany 
an authorized individual and also visit NEWTON on a "one time 
basis." Due to a widespread use of ■fiiis tactic, NEWTON received 
visits from many BPP members who were not on his authorized 
list. This procedure has since been stopped. 

In addition to regular visitors, NEWTON 's attorney, 
CHARLES GARRY, has normal visiting privileges accorded to 
attorneys of inmates. GARRY visited with NEWTON in January 
or eagrly February, 1969, at which time he abused the privileges 
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accorded to attorneys of prisoners by taking a tape recorder 
to the interview room and recording a message from NEWTON to 
BPP members, which was subsequently played at birthday > 

celebrations in NEWTON' s honor, which V7ere sponsored by the 
BPP in February, 1969. Details with respect to this message 
are set forth hereinafter.

NEWTON also criticized the use of African names as 
second names by various Black Panther personalities.

Source said that the message was critical 
of CLEAVER for his statements made to CBS news reporter MIKE 
WALLACE fcr the program "60 Minutes" in which CLEAVER stated 
that his threats to take Senator MC CLELLAN's head were not 
rhetoric. NEWTON reportedly, in a very polite manner, requested 
CLEAVER to make no further statements which would cause trouble 
or loss of support for the BPP.

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IN DEFENSE' OF SELF DEFENSE

Introduction: 



Huey P. Newton's column in THE BLACK PANTHER 
newspaper was entitled "In Defense of Self Defense. " The 
following articles by the Minister of Defense were taken 
from those columns. 


"In Defense of Self Defense. 


June 20, 1967. 


Laws and rules have always been made to serve peo- 
ple. Rules, of society are set up by people so that they will 
be able to function in a harmonious way. In other words, 
in order to promote the general welfare of society, rules 
and laws are established by men. Rules should serve mfeh, 
and not men serve rules. Much of the time, the laws and 
rules which officials attempt to inflict upon poor people are 
non -functional in relation to the status of the poor in socie- 

ty. . 

These officials are blind to the fact that people should 
not respect rules that are not serving them. It is the duty 
of the poor to write and construct rules and laws that are 
in their better interests. This is one of the basic human 
rights of all men. 

Before 1776, white people were colonized by the Eng- 
lish. The English government had certain laws and rules 
that the colonized Americans viewed as not in their best 
interests but as a colonized people. At that time the Eng- 
lish government felt that the colonized Americans had no 
right to establish laws to promote the general welfare of 
the people living here in America. The colonized Ameri- 
can felt he had no choice but to raise the gun in defense of 
the welfare of the colonized people. At this time, he made 
certain laws insuring his protection from external and in- 
ternal aggressions from governments and agencies. One 
such form of protection was the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, which states: . .whenever any government be- 
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comes destructive to these ends, it is the right of the 
people to alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new gov- 
ernment, laying its foundations on such principles and or- 
ganizing its powers in such forms as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their safety and happiness. ” 

Now these same colonized white people, these ex- 
slaves, robbers, and thieves, have denied the colonized 
black man the right to even speak of abolishing this op- 
pressive system which the white colonized American cre- 
ated. They have carried their madness to the four cor- 
ners of the earth, and now there is universal rebellion 
against their continued rule and power. The Black people 
in America are the only people who can free the world, 
loosen the yoke of colonialism and destroy the war ma- 
chine. As long as the wheels of the' imperialistic war ma- 
chine are turning there is no country that can defeat this 
monster of the 'West. But Black people can make a mal- 
function of this machine from within. Black people can 
destroy the machinery that's enslaving the world. Ameri- 
ca cannot stand to fight every Black country in the world 
and fight a civil war at the same time. It is militarily 
_ impossible to do both of these things at once. 


The slavery of Blacks in this country provides the oil 
for the machinery of war that America uses to enslave the. 
peoples of the world. Without this oil the machinery can- 
not function. We are tlie driving shaft; we are in such a 
strategic position in this machinery that, once we become 
dislocated, the functioning of the remainder of the machin- 
ery breaks down. 

Penned up in the ghettos of America, surrounded by 
his factories and all the physical components of his eco- 
nomic system, we have been made into "the wretched of 
the earth, " who are relegated to the position of spectators 
while the white racists run their international con game on 
the suffering peoples. We have been brainwashed to be- 
lieve that we are powerless and that there is. nothing we 
can do for ourselves to bring about a speedy liberation for 
our people. We have been taught that we must please our , 
oppressors, that we are only ten per cent of the population,’, 
and therefore, we must confine our tactics to categories 
calculated not to disturb the sleep of our tormentors. 
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The power structure inflicts pain and brvitaLity upon 
the peoples and then provides controlled outlets for the 
pain in ways least likely to upset them or interfere with 
the process of exploitation. The people must repudiate the 
channels established as tricks and deceitful snares by the 
exploiting oppressors. The people must oppose every- 
thing the oppressor supports and support everything that he 
opposes. If Black people go about their struggle for liber- 
ation in the way that the oppressor dictates and sponsors, 
then we will have degenerated to the level of grovelling 
flunkies for the oppressor himself. When the oppressor 
makes a vicious attack against freedorn fighters because of 
the way that such freedom fighters choose to go about their 
liberation, then we know we are moving in the direction of 
our liberation. The racist dog oppressors have no rights 
which oppressed Black people are bound to respect. As 
long as the racist dogs pollute the earth with the evil of ' 
their actions, they do not deserve any respect at all, and 
the rules of their game, written in the people's blood, are 
beneath contempt. 


The oppressor must be harassed until his doom. He 
must have no peace by day or by night. The slaves have 
always, outnumbered the slavemaster s. The power of th^ 
oppressor rests upon the submission of the people. When 
Black people really unite and rise up in all their splendi<J 
millions, they will have the strength to smash injustice. ' 
We do not understand the power in our numbers. We are 
millions and millions of Black people scattered across the 
continent and throughout the Western hemisphere. There 
are more Black people in America than the total population 
of many countries that now enjoy full miembership in the 
United Nations. .They have power and their power is based 
primarily on the fact that they are organized and united 
with each other. They are recognized by the powers of the 
world. 

WCj with all our. numbers, are recognized by no one. 
In fact, we do not even recognize our own selves. We are 
unaware of the potential power latent in our numbers. In 
1967, in the midst of a hostile racist nation whose hidden 
racism is rising to the surface at a phenomenal speed, we 
are still so blind to our critical fight for our very survival 
that we are continuing to function in petty, futile ways. Di- 
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vided, confusfid, fighting among ourselves, we are still 
in the elementary stage of throwing rocks, sticks, empty 
wine bottles and beer cans at racist cops who lie in wait 
for a chance to murder unarmed Black people. The racist- 
cops have worked out a system for suppressing these spon- 
taneous rebellions that flare up from the anger, frustra- 
tion, and desperation of the masses of Black people. We 
can no longer afford the dubious luxury of the terrible 
casualties wantonly inflicted upon us by the cops during 
■' these spontaneous rebellions. . 

Black people must now move, from the grassroots up 
tlirough the perfumed circles of the Black bourgeoisie, to 
' seize by any means necessary a proportionate share of the 
^ power vested and collected in the structure of America. 

We must organize and unite to combat by long resistance- 
the brutal fohce used against us daily. The power struc- 
ture depends upon the use of force within retaliation. This 
is why they have made it a felony to teach guerilla warfare. 
This is why they want the people unarmed. 

The racist dog oppressor fears the armed people; they 
fear most of all Black people armed with weapons and the 
ideology of the Black Panther Party For Self Defense. An 
unarmed people are slaves or are subject to slavery at any 
given moment. If a government is not afraid of the people 
it will arm the people from foreign aggression. Black 
people are held captive in the midst of their oppressors. 
Thei’e is a world of difference between thirty million un- 
armed, submissive Black people and thirty million Black 
people armed with freedom and defense guns and the stra- 
tegic methods of liberation. 

When a mechanic wants to fix a broken-down car en- 
gine, he must have the necessary tools to do the job. 

When the people move for liberation, they must have' the 
basic tool of liberation: the gun. Only with the power of 
the gun can the Black masses halt the terror and brutality 
perpetuated against them by the armed racist power struc- 
ture; and in one sense only by the power of the gun can the 
whole world be transformed into the earthly paradise 
dreamed of by the people from time immemorial. One 
successful practitioner of the art and science of national 
liberation and self defense, Brother Mao Tse-tung, put it 
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this way; "We are anvocates of the abolition of war, we 
do not want war; but vrar can only be abolished through 
war,, and in order to get rid of the gun it is necessary to 
take up the gun. " 

The blood, sweat, tears and suffering of Black people 
are the foundations of the wealth and power of the United 
States of America. We were forced to build America, and 
if forced to, we will tear it down. The immediate result 
of this destruction will be suffering and bloodshed. But 
the end result will be the perpetual peace for all mankind.

Historically, the power structure has demanded that 
Black leaders cater to their desires and to the ends of the 
imperialistic racism of the oppressor. The power struc- 
ture has endorsed those Black leaders who have reduced 
themselves to nothing more than apologizing parrots. 

They have divided the so-called black leaders within the 
political arena. The oppressors sponsor radio programs, 
give space in their racist newspapers, and have shown 
tliem the luxviry enjoyed only by the oppressor. The 
Black leaders serve the oppressor by purposely keeping 
the people submissive and passive — non-violent. At any 
moment that these so-called Black leaders respond to the 
cries of the suffering and downtrodden, unemployed and 
welfare recipients who hunger for liberation by any 
means necessary. 


Historically, there have been a few Black men who 
have rejected the handouts of the oppressor and who have 
refused to spread the oppressor's treacherous principles 
of deceit, gradual indoctrination and brainwashing, and 
who have refused to indulge in the criminal activity of 
teaching submission, fear, and love for an enemy who 
hates the very color black and is determined to comnait 
genocide on an international scale. 

There has always existed in the Black colony of Afro- 
America a fundamental difference over which tactics 
from the broad spectrum of alternatives Black people 
should employ in their struggle for national liberation. 

One side of this difference contends that Black people 
are in the peculiar position where, in order to gain ac- 
ceptance into the "mainstream" of American life, they 
must employ no tactic that will anger the oppressor 
whites. This view holds that Black people constitute a 
hopeless minority and that salvation for Black people lies 
in developing brotherly relations. There are certain 
tactics that are taboo. Violence against the oppressor 
must be avoided at all costs,, because the oppressor will 
retaliate with superior violence. So Black people may 
protest, but not protect. They can complain, but not cut 
and shoot. In short. Black people must at all costs re- 
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main non-violent. 

On the other side of the difference, we find that the 
point of departure is the principle that the oppressor has 
no rights that the oppressed is bound to respect. Kill the 
slavemaster, destroy him utterly, move against him 
with implacable fortitude. Break his oppressive power 
by any means necessary. Men who have stood before 
the Black masses and recommended this response to the 
oppression have been held in fear by the oppressor. The 
Blacks in the colony who were wed to the non-violent 
alternative could not relate to the advocates of implacable 
opposition to the oppressor. Because the oppressor al- 
ways prefers to deal with the less radical, i. e. , less 
dangerous, spokesmen for his subjects. He would pre- 
fer that his subjects had no spokesmen at all, or better 
yet, he wishes to speak for them himself. Unable to do 
this practically, he does the next best thing, and endorses 
spokesmen who will allow him to speak throvigh them to 
the masses. Paramount amongst his imperatives is to 
see to it that implacable spokesmen are never allowed 
to communicate their message to the masses. They are 
never allowed to conrmunicate their message to the 
masses. Their oppressor will resort to any means, 
necessary to silence the implacables. 

The oppressor, the endorsed spokesmen, and the 
implacables form the three points of a triajigle of death. 
The oppressor looks upon the endorsed spokesmen as a 
tool to use against the implacables to keep the masses 
passive within the acceptable limits of the tactics he is 
capable of containing. The endorsed spokesmen look 
upon the oppressor as a guardian angel who can always he 
depended upon to protect them from the wrath of the im- 
placables, while he looks upon the implacables as dan- 
gerous and irresponsible madmen who, by angering the 
oppressor, will certainly provoke a blood bath in which 
they themselves might get washed away. The implacables 
view both the oppressors and the endorsed leaders as his 
deadly enemies. If anything, he has a more profound , 
hatred for the endorsed leaders than he has for the op- 
pressor himself, because the implacables know that 
they can deal with the oppressor only after they have 
driven the endorsed spokesmen off the scene. 
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Historically, the endorsed spokesmen have always 
held the upper hand on the implacables. In Afro-Ameri- 
can history, there are shining brief moments when the 
implacables have outmaneuvered the oppressor and the 
endorsed spokesmen and gained the attention of the 
Black masses. The Black masses, recognizing the 
implacables in the depths of their despair, respond 
magnetically to the implacables and bestow a devotion 
and loyalty to them that frightens the oppressor and en- 
dorsed spokesmen into a panic-stricken frenzy,, and 
they leap into a rash act -- murder, imprisonment, or 
exile -- to silence the implacables and to get their show 
back on the road. 

The masses of Black people have always been 
deeply entrenched and involved in the basic necessities 
of life. They have not had time to abstract their situ- 
ation. Abstractions come only with leisure. The , v 
people have not had the luxury of leisure. Therefore, 
the people have been very aware of the true definition 
of politics: politics are merely the desire of individual^ 
and groups to satisfy first, their basic needs -- food, ' 
shelter and clothing, and security for themselves and 
their loved ones. The Black leaders endorsed by the 
power structure have attempted to sell the people the 
simple-minded theory that politics is holding a political 
office; being able to move into a $40,000 home; being 
able to sit near white people in a restaurant (while in 
fact the Black masses have not been able to pay the 
rent of a $40.00 rat-infested hovel). 


The Black leaders have led the community to believe 
that brutality and force could be ended by subjecting the 
people to this very force of self-sacrificing demonstra- 
tions. The Black people realize brutality and force can 
only be inflicted if there is submission. The community 
has not responded in the past or in the present to the ab- 
surd and erroneous, deceitful tactics of so-called legiti- 
mate BlacK leaders. The community realizes that force 
and brutality can only be eliminated by counter force 
through self defense. Leaders who have recommended 
these tactics have never had the support and following 
of the downtrodden black masses who comprise the bulk 
of the community. Grassroots '-- the downtrodden of 
the Black community, even though they rejected the hand- 
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picked handkerchief heads endorsed by the pov/er struc- 
ture, the people have not had the academic Or administra- 
tive knowledge to form t-hernselves in long resistance to 
the brutality. 

Marcus Garvey and Malcolm X were the tv/o Black 
men of the twentieth century who posed an implacable 
challenge to both the oppressor and the endorsed spokes- 
men that could be dealt with in any other way than pre- 
cisely the foul manner recorded by history. Malcolm, 
in our time, stood on the threshhold with the oppressor 
and the endorsed spokesmen in a bag that they couldn't 
get out of. Malcolm, implacable to the ultimate degree, 
held out to the Black masses the historical, stupendous 
victory of Black collective salvation and liberation from 
the chains of the oppressor and the treacherous embrace 
of the endorsed spokesmen. Only v/ith the gun were the 
black masses denied this victory. But they learned from 
Malcolm that with the gun, they can recapture their 
dreams and bring them into reality. 


The heirs of Malcolm now stand millions strong on 
their cornet of the triangle, facing the racist dog op- 
pressor and the soulless endorsed spokesmen. The 
heirs of Malcolm have picked up the gun and, taking 
first things first, are moving to expose the endorsed 
spokesmen for the Black masses to see them for what 
they are and always have been, The choice offered bjy 
the heirs of Malcolm to the endorsed spokesmen is to 
repudiate the oppressor and to crawl back to their people 
and earn a speedy reprieve or face’ a merciless, speedy 
and most timely execution for treason and. being too 
wrong for too long.

The Correct Handling of a Revolution. "

Most human behavior is learned behavior. Most 
things the human being learns are gained through an in- 
direct relationship to the object. Humans do not act 
from instinct as lower animals do. Those things learned 
indirectly many times stimulate very effective responses 
to what might be later a direct experience. At this time 
the black masses. are handling the resistance incorrectly. 
The brothers in East Oakland learned from Watts a 
means of resistance fighting by amassing the people in 
the streets, throwing bricks and molotov cocktails to 
destroy property and create disruption. The brothers and 
sisters in the streets were herded into a small area by the 
gestapo police and immediately contained by the brutal 
violence of the oppressor's storm troops. This manner 
of resistance is sporadic, short-lived, and costly in vio- 
lence against the people. This method has been trans- 
mitted to all the ghettos of the black nation across the 
country. The first man who threw a molotov cocktail is 
not personally known by the masses, but yet the action 
was respected and followed by the people. 

The Vanguard Party must provide leadership for the 
people. It must teach the correct strategic methods of 
prolonged resistance through literature and activities. If 
the activities of the party are respected by the people, the 
people will follow the example. This is the primary job of 
the party. This knowledge will probably be gained second- 
hand by the masses just as the above mentioned was gained 
indirectly. When the people learn that it is no longer ad- 
vantageous for them to resist by going into the streets in 
large numbers, and when they see the advantage in the 
activities of the guerrilla warfare method, they will quick- 
ly follow this example. 

But first, they must respect the party which is trans- 
mitting this message. When the Vanguard group destroys 
tlie machinery of the oppressor by dealing with him in 
small gro\ips of three and four, and then escapes the 
might of the oppressor, the masses will be overjoyed 
and will adhere to this correct strategy. When the masses 
hear that a gestapo policeman has been executed while 
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sipping coffee at a counter, and the revolutionary execu- 
tioners fled without being traced, the masses will see the 
validity of this t^q^e of approach to resistance. It is not 
necessary, to organize thirty million Black people in pri- 
mary groups of two's and three's but it is important for 
the party to show the people how to go about revolution. 
During slavery, in which no vanguard, party existed and 
forms of communication were severely restricted and in- 
sufficient, many slave revolts occurred. 


There are basically three ways one can learn; 
through study, through observation, and through actual 
experience. The black community is basically composed 
of activists. The community learns through activity, 
either through observation of or participation in the acti- 
vity. To study and learn is good but the actual experience 
is the best means of learning. The party must engage in 
activities that will teach the people. The black community 
is basically not a reading community. Therefore it is 
very significant that the vanguard group first be activists. 
Without this knowledge of the black community, one could 
not gain the fundamental knowledge of the black revolution 
in racist America. 

The main function of the party is to awaken the people 
and to teach them the strategic method of resisting the 
power structure, which is prepared not only to combat the 
resistance of the people with massive brutality, but to 
totally annihilate the black coinmunity, the black popula- 
tion. 

If it is learned by the power structure that black peo- 
ple have"x" amount of guns in their possession, this will 
not stimulate the power structure to prepare itself with 
guns, because it is already more than prepared. 

The end result of this education will be positive for 
Black people in their resistance and negative for . the 
power structure in its oppression, because the party al- 
ways exemplifies revolutionary defiance. If the party 
is not going to make the people aware of the tools of. lib- 
eration and the strategic method that is to be used, there 
will be no means by which the people will be mobilized 
properly. 
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The relationship between the vanguard party and t/e 
masses is a secondary relationship. The relationship i. e- 
tween the members of the vanguard party is a primary 
relationship. It is important that the members of the van- 
guard group maintain a face-to-face relationship with each 
other. This is important if the party machinery is to be 
effective. It is impossible to put together functional party 
machinery or programs without this direct relationship. 
The members of the vanguard group should be tested revo- 
lutionaries. This will minimize the danger of Uncle Tom 
informers and opportunists. 

. The main purpose of vanguard group should be to 
raise the consciousness of the masses through educational 
programs and certain physical activities the party will 
participate in. The sleeping masses must be bombarded 
with the correct approach to struggle through the activi- 
ties of the vanguard party. Therefore, the masses must 
know that the party exists.' The party must use all means 
available to get this information across to the masses. If 
the masses do not have knowledge of the party, it will be 
impossible for the masses to follow the program of the 
party. 

The vanguard party is never underground in the be- 
ginning of its existence, because this would limit its ef- 
fectiveness and educational processes. How can you 
teach people if the people do not know and respect you?, 

The party must exist above ground as long as the dog 
power structure will allow, and hopefully when the party 
is forced to go underground the message of the party will 
already have been put across to the people. The vanguard 
party's activities on the surface will necessarily be short- 
lived. 

This is why it is so important that the party make a 
tremendous impact upon the people before it is driven into 
secrecy. 

At this time, the people know the party exists, and 
they will seek out further information on the activities of 
this underground party. 

Many would-be revolutionaries work under the falla- 
cious illusion that the vanguard party is to be a secret , 
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organization that the oov/er structure knows nothing about, 
and the masses know nothing about, except for occasional 
letters that come to their homes by night. Underground 
parties cannot distribute leaflets announcing an under- 
ground meeting. These are contradictions and inconsis- 
tencies of the so-called revolutionaries. The so-called 
revolutionaries are in fact afraid of the very danger that 
they are advocating for the people. These so-called revo- 
lutionaries want the people to say what they themselves 
are afraid to say, and the people to do what they them- 
selves are afraid to do. This makes the so-called revolu- 
tionary a coward and a hypocrite. 

■ j 

If these imposters would investigate the history of 
revolution, they would see that the vanguard group' alv/ays 
starts out above ground and is later driven underground 
by the aggressor. The Cuban Revolution exemplifies this 
fact; when Fidel Castro started to resist the butcher 
Batista and the American running dogs, he started by 
speaking on the campus of the University of Havana in 
public. He was later driven to the hills. His impact upon 
the dispossessed people of Cuba was very great and re- 
ceived with much respect. When he went into secrecy, 
Cuban people searched him out. People went to the hills 
to find him and his band of twelve. Castro handled the 
revolutionary struggle correctly. If the Chinese Revolu- 
tion is investigated, , it •yrill be seen that the Communist 
Party was quite on the surface so that they would be able 
to muster support from the masses. There are many 
areas one can read about to learn the correct approach, 
such as the revolution in Kenya, the Algerian Revolution, 
Fanon's THE WRETCHED OF THE EARTH, the Russian 
Revolution, the works of Chairman Mao Tse-tung, and a 
host of others. ( 

A revolutionary must realize that if he is sincere, 
death is imminent due to the fact that the things he is 
saying and doing are extremely dangerous. Without this 
realization, it is impossible to proceed as a revolutionary.' 
The masses are constantly looking for a guide, a Messiah, 
to liberate them from the hands of the oppressor. The 
vanguard party must exemplify the characteristics of 
worthy leadership. Millions and millions of oppressed 
people might not know members of the vanguard party 
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personally or directly, but they will gain through an in- 
direct acquaintance the proper strategy for liberation via 
the mass media and the physical activities of the party. 

It is of prime importance that the vanguard party develop 
a political organ, such as a newspaper produced by the 
party, as well as employ strategically revolutionary art 
and destruction of the oppressor's machinery. For ex- 
ample, Watts. The economy and property of the oppres- 
sor was destroyed to such an extent that no matter how the 
oppressor tried to whitewash the activities of the black 
brothers, the real nature and the real cause of the activity 
was communicated to every black cornmunity. For further 
example, no matter how the Oppressor tries to distort and 
confuse the message of Brother Stokely Carmichael, Blaqk 
people all over the country understand it perfectly and 
welcome it. 

The Black Panther Party for Self Defense teaches 
that in the final analysis, the amount of guns and defense ,• 
weapons, such as hand grenades, bazookas, and other 
necessary equipment, will be supplied by taking these 
weapons from the power structure, as exemplified by the 
Viet Cong, Therefore, the greater the military prepara- 
tion on the part of the oppressor, the greater is the avail- 
ability of weapons for the black community. It is believed 
by some hypocrites that when the people are taught by the 
vanguard group to prepare for resistance, this only : 
brings the man down on them with increasing violence and 
brutality; but the fact of the matter is that when the man 
becomes more oppressive, this only heightens the revo- 
lutionary fervor. The people never make revolution. The 
oppressors by their brutal actions cause the resistance by 
the people. The vanguard party only teaches the correct 
methods of resistance. So, if things can get worse for 
oppressed people, then they will feel no need for revolu- 
tion or resistance. The complaint of the hypocrites that - 
the Black Panther Part for Self Defense is exposing the 
people to deeper suffering is an incorrect observation. 
People have proved that they will not tolerate any more 
oppression by the racist dog police through their rebel- 
lions in the, black communities across the country. The 
people are looking now for guidance to extend and 
strengthen their resistance struggle. 



FEAR AND DOUBT 


By Huey P. Nev/ton 


May 15, 1967 

The lower socio-economic Black male is a man of 
confusion. He faces a hostile environment and is not sure 
that it is not liis ov.m sins that have attracted the hostili- 
ties of society. Ail his life he has been taught (explicity 
and implicitly) that he is an inferior approximation of hu- 
manity. As a man, he finds himself void of those things 
that bring respect and a feeling of worthiness. He looks 
around for something to blame for his situation, but be- 
cause he is not sophisticated regarding the socio-econom- 
ic milieu and becavise of negativistic parental and institu- 
tional teachings, he ultimately blames himself. 

When he was a child, his parents told him that they 
were not affluent because "we didn’t have the opportunity 
to become educated, " or "we did not take advantage of the 
educational opportunities that were offered to us. " The^ 
tell their children that things will be different for them if 
they are educated and skilled, but that there is absolutely 
nothing other than this occasional warning (and often not 
even this) to stimulate education. Black people are great 
worshippers of education, even the lower socio-economic 
Black person, but at the same time, they are afraid of , 
exposing themselves, to it. They are afraid because they 
are vulnerable to having their fears verified; perhaps they 
will find that they can't compete with white students. The 
Black person tells himself that he could have done much 
more if he had really wanted to. The fact is, of course, 
that the assumed educational opportunities were never 
available to the lower socio-economic Black person. due 
to the unique position assignedhim in life. 

It is a two-headed monster that haunts this man. 

First, his attitude is that he lacks innate ability to cope 
with the socio-economic problems confronting him, and 
second, he tells himself that he has the ability but he sim- 
ply has not felt strongly enough to try to acquire the skills 
needed to manipulate his environment. In a desperate 
effort to assume self-respect, he rationalizes that he is 
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lethargic; in this way, he denies a possible lack of innate 
ability. If he openly attempts to discover his abilities, he 
and others may see him for what he is - or is not, and 
this is the real fear. He then withdraws into the world of 
the invisible, but not without a struggle. He may attempt 
to make himself visible by processing his hair, acquiring 
a "boss mop", or driving a long car, - even though he can't 
afford it. He may father several illegitimate children by 
several different women in Order to display his mascu- 
linity. But in the end, he realizes that he is ineffectual 
in his efforts. 

Society responds to him as a thing, a beast, a non- 
entity, something to be ignored or stepped on. He is 
asked to respact laws that do not respect him. He is 
asked to digest a code of ethics that acts upon him but not 
for him. He is confused and in a constant state of rage, 
of shame and doubt. This psychological set permeates 
all his interpersonal relationships. It determines .-his 
view of the social system. His psychological develop- • 
ment has been prematurely- arrested. This doubt begins 
at a very early age and continues through his life. The 
parents pass it on to the child and the social systein rein- 
forces the fear, the shame, and the doubt. In the third 
or fourth grade, he may find that he shares the classroom 
with white students, but when the class is engaged in 
reading exercises, all the Black students find themselves 
in a group at a table reserved for slow readers. This 
may be quite an innocent effort on the part of the school 
system. The teacher may not realize that the Black stu- 
dents feared (in fact, feel certain) that Black means dumb 
and white means smart. The children do not realize that 
the head start the children got at home is what accounts 
for the situation. It is generally accepted that the child 
is the father of the man; this holds true for the lower 
socio-economic Black people. 

With whom, with what can he, a man, identify? 
a child he had no permanent male figure with whom to 
identify; as a man, he sees nothing in society with which 
he can identify as an extension of himself. His life is 
built on mistrust, shame, doubt, guilt, inferiority, role 
conhision, isolation and despair. He feels that he is 
soniething less than a man, and it is evident in his con- 
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versation; "the white man is 'THE MAN', he got every- 
thing, and he knows everything, and a nigger ain't noth- 
ing. " In a society where a man is valued according to ' 
occupation and material possessions, he is without pos- 
sessions. He is unskilled and more often than not, either 
marginally employed or unemployed. Often his wife (who 
is able to secure a job as a maid cleaning for white peo- 
ple) is the breadwinner. He is, therefore, viewed as 
quite worthless by his wife and children. He is ineffec- 
tual both in and out of the home. He cannot provide for 
or protect his family. He is invisible, a non-entity. So- 
ciety will not acknowledge him as a man. He is a con- 
sumer and not a producer. He is dependent upon the 
white man ('THE MAN') to feed his family, to give him a 
job, educate his children, serve as the model that he 
tries to emulate. He is dependent and he hates 'THE 
MAN' and he hates himself. Who is he? Is he a very old 
adolescent or is he the slave he used to be?

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EXECUTTViC MANDATE NO. 1 : 

STATEMENT EY THE MINISTER OF DEFENSE 

Delivered May 2, 1967, at Sacramento, 
California, State Capitol Building 

The Black Panther Party for Self Defense calls upon 
the American people in general and the Black people in 
particular to take careful note of the racist California ' 
Legislature which is now considering legislation aimed at 
keeping the Black people disarmed and powerless at the 
very same time that racist police agencies throughout the 
country are intensifying the terror, brutality, murder 
and repression of Black people. - 

At the same time that the American government is 
waging a racist war of genocide in Vietnam, the concen- 
tration camps*!* in which Japanese Americans were in- 
terned during World War 11 are being renovated and ex- 
panded. Since America has historically reserved the 
most barbaric treatment for non-white people, ws are 
forced to conclude that these concentration camps are 
being prepared for Black people who are determined to 
gain thieir freedom by any means necessary, The en- 
slavement of Black people from the very beginning of this 
country, the genocide practiced on the American Indians 
and the confining of the survivors on reservations, the 
savage lynching of thousands of Black men and women, 
the dropping of atomic bornbs on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
and now the cowardly massacre in Vietnam, all testify to 
the fact that towards people of color the racist power 
structure of America has but one policy: repression, 
genocide, terror, and the big stick. 

Black people have begged, prayed, petitioned, dem- 
onstrated and everything else to get the racist power 
structure of America to right the wrongs which have his- 
torically been perpetrated against Black people. All of 
these efforts have been answered by more rexiressicn, 
deceit, and hypocrisy. As the aggression of the racist 
American government escalates in Vietnam, the police 
agencies of Arricrica escalate the repression of Black 
people throughout the ghettos of America. Vicious police 
dogs, cattle prods and increased patrols have become 
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familiar sights in black communities. City Hall turns a 
deaf ear to the pleas of Black people for relief from this 
increasing terror. 

The Black Panther Party for Self Defense believes 
that the time has come for Black people to arm them- 
selves against this teri'or before it is too late. The- 
pending Mulford Act brings the hour of doom one step 
nearer. A people who have suffered so much for so long 
at the hands of a racist society, must draw the line some- 
where. We believe that the Black communities of Ameri- 
ca must rise up as one man to halt the progression of a 
trend that leads inevitably to their total destruction.

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EXECUTIVE MANDATE NO, 3: 
STATEMENT OF THE MINISTER OF DEFENSE 

Delivered on March 1 , 1968. 


SO LET THIS SE HEARD: 


Because of the St. Valentine Day massacre of Feb- 
ruary 14, 1929, in which outlaws donned the uniforms of 
Policemen, posed as such, and thereby gained entrance 
to locked doors controlled by rival outlaws with whom 
they were contending for control of the bootlegging indus- 
try in Chicago; and because these gangsters, gaining 
entry through their disguise as Policemen, proceeded 
to exterminate their rivals with machinegun fire, we 
believe that prudence would dictate that one should be 
alert when opening one's door to strangers, late at night, 
in the wee hours of the morning -- even when these 
strangers wear the uniform of policemen.. History 
teaches us that the man in the uniform may or may not 
be a policeman authorized to enter the homes of the 
people.

Taking notice of. the fact that (1) on January l6, 1968, 
at 3:30 A.M. , members of the San Francisco Police De- 
partment kicked down the door and made an illegal entry, 
and search of the home of Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of 
Information. These Pigs had no search warrant, nc ar- 
rest warrant, and were therefore not authorized to enter. 
They were not invited in. Permission for them to enter 
was explicitly denied by the Minister of Information. 
Present were Sister Kathleen Cleaver, our Communica- 
tions Secretary and wife to our Minister of Information, 
and Brother Emory Douglas, our Revolutio.nary Artist. 

Taking furcher notice of the fact that (2) on February 
25, 1968, several uniformed gestapos of the Berkeley 
Pig Department, accompanied by several other white 
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merx in plainclothes, bearing an assortment of shotguns, 
rifles, and service revolvers, made a forceful, unlawful 
entry and- search of the home of Bobby Seale, Chairman 
of our Party, and his wife. Sister Artie Seale. These 
Pigs had no warrant either to search or to arrest. When 
asked by Chairman Bobby to produce a warrant, they 
arrogantly stated that they did not need one. They had 
no authority to enter -- what they did have was the power 
of the gun. Thus we are confronted with a critical situ-' 
ation. Our organization has received serious threats 
from certain racist elements of White America, includ- 
ing tlie Oakland, Berkeley, and San Francisco Pig De- 
partments. Threats to take our lives, to exterminate us. 
We cannot determine when any of these elements, or a 
combination of them, may move to implement these 
threats. We must be alert to the danger at all times. 

We will rot fall victim to a St. Valentine's Massacre. 
Therefore, those who approach our doors in the manner 
of outlaws, who seek to enter our homes illegally, un- 
lawfully and in a rowdy fashion, those who kick our 
doors down with no authority and seek to ransack our 
homes in violation of our HUMAN RIGHTS, will hence- 
forth be treated as outlaws, as gangsters,, as evildoers. 
We have no way of determining that a man in a uniform 
involved in a forced outlaw entry into our home is in 
fact a Guardian of the Law. He is acting like a law- 
breaker and we must make an appropriate response. 


We draw the line at the threshold of our doors. It 
is therefore mandated as a general order to ail mem- 
bers of the Black Panther Party for Self Defense that all 
members must acquire the technical equipment to defend 
their homes and their dependents and shall do so. Any 
member of the Party having such technical equipment 
who fails to defend his threshold shall be expelled from 
the Party for Life.

This meeting commenced at approximately 12:10 PM Febc 17, 197 0, being lec 

by a short, stout Negro female who appeared to be a student at 

the college. The purpose of the meeting was to praise Huey 

Newton, the incarcerated BPP leader. At the outset of the 

meeting, the audience was advised that two members of the BPP 

had been scheduled to speak at the meeting but were not present 

because the college did not pay $120 for their round trip 

transportation fares. The source stated that two Negro males 

and three Negro females spoke during the meeting and that all 

of them appeared to be students at the college. They read 

poetry, praised Huey P. Newton, talked about police brutality 

in general, and specifically talked about police brutality in 

connection with the "murder" of two Black Panthers in Chicago, 

Illinois, recently.

On the same date, NF T-3 advised that the meeting 
held in the Black Cultural "Center, Tidewater Hall, NSC, on 
February 17, 1970, at 12 2 00 noon, was s^^sored by members 
of the Black Student Union (BSU), NSCoj^JS^Q (a-^ 

On February 9, 1970, NF T-1 , supra, advised 
that the BSU at NSC has an estimated membership 
of approximately fifty persons- In the spring 
of 1969, representatives of the BSU discussed 
the feasibility of taking over the Administration 
Building at NSC, but such plans did not materialize. 

The BSU is now engaged primarily in activities 
urging Norfolk State College to teach more black 
history courses and encouraging more activities 
by black people in civic and student affairs 

NF T-3, supra, advised that at approximately 12:45 PM, 
four Negro males- from Newport News, Virginia, arrived at the 
above meeting- One of these Negro males was an individual 
known as Linwoocrf DeBrew, a leader in the Black Unity Congress 
CBUC), Newport ^^ws, Virginia 


Attached as an appendix to this 
memorandum is a characterization of the 

Black Unity Congress - 

NF T-3 continued that DeBrew spoke at this meeting 
and talked primarily about his recent arrest in Newport News,ATl^* 
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Virginia, in which he feels he was given a bad deal by the 
police and court « DeBrew also talked about black people 
pulling themselves together and organizing in order to better 
their present positions » One other of these four Negro males, 
identified only as Jahab (phonetic), also spoke in general^ 
terms about the predicament of the black mano The third of 
these four individuals, who did not speak at the meeting, 
identified himself as being from Greensboro, North Carolina «. 
iThis individual indicated that he was not a member of the 
JBPP, but belonged to some type of black militant organization 
in Greensboro c The two speakers from Newport News spoke for 
approximately one lour and the meeting finally broke up at 
approximately 2s 00 PMc The source stated that no money was 
collected during the meeting and that there was a maximum 
of thirty people present at one time during the meeting. 

Numerous persons were coming and going during the meeting, and 
the source estimated that a maximum of sixty different people 
attended the meeting of ^ 

On February 18, 1970, NF T-4 advised that at approxi- 
mately 12s 45 PM on February 17, 1970, four Negro males from 
Newport News, Virginia, arrived at a meeting being held in 
honor of Huey Po Newton at NSC, Norfolk « These individuals 
traveled from Newport News to NSC to participate in the 
program because the program was in honor of Huey Pc Newton, 
the incarcerated BPP leader » None of thes e individuals wer e 
members of the BPP but one of them, namely ^ ^ 
is associated with the BUG in Newport News o \ Another ' of ' these 
individuals was identified as , who is a 

Newport News resident » The third individual\ is identified as 
a former resident of Newport News who has recently been resid-" 
/|ing in Greensboro, North Carolina o This individual’s name 
■is unknown to NF T-4» The fourth individual was also unknown 
to NF T=-4o During the meeting, Linwood DeBrew spoke to the 
gathered group and told them about his recent trial in Newport 
News and his coming appeal hearing o This source further 
advised that representatives of the BUC were planning to 
attend another meeting during the evening of February 17 ,

night of rebruary 17, 1970, there was a meeting held in the 
choir room of the Communications Building, Hampton Institute, 
Hampton, Virginia.; Approximately 125 persons were present, 
most of whom appeared to be young persons of college age. 

There were only a handful of adults presents Most of the 
persons present were Negroes » 

At the outset of the program, an animated movie 
cartoon called the "Animal Farm" was shown o Afterwards, 
there was a general discussion., 

, along with two other Negro males, 
stood in front of the audience asking questions. The other 
two persons were identified as follows?

All three of these persons referred to themselves 
as "Black Panthers" although at no time did any of them state 
they were actually a member of any specific unit of the BPP. 
Ezra and Sam did not appear to be students of Hampton Institute 
but were either visitors from out of town or residents of the 
Newport News - Hampton area.l 

In response to specific questions from the audience, 
some of the remarks made by the persons are substantially as 
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”We, the Black Panthers, will kill if we 
have to and will get young black minds trained,” be

clubs, and knives, and the Negro is not afraid.

BLACK UNITY CONGRESS, FORMERLY 
KNOWN AS THE NEWPORT NEWS 
COMMUNITY UNITY CONGRESS 


On July 11, 1968 J ^ | Police 

Department, Newport News, Virginia, advised the Black Unity Con- 
gress CBUC) was known as the Newport News Community Unity Congress 
when it was formed early in 1968.. He advised that the name was 
changed to the BUC during June, 1968, although the organization's 
headquarters continued at 551 25th Street, Newport News, Virginia. 

Membership in the BUC is restricted to black people. The 
hard core wears Afro haircuts, beards, black berets and military- 
style clothing o Distinctive dress among rank-and-file members is 
not uniform,, 

During July, 1968, the BUC distributed a handbill en- 
couraging black people to seek a total change in white society's 
corrupt system. The handbill urges black people to use all the 
tools at their disposal to free themselves from "whitey." It 
continues, "The greatest weapon we possess is violence, so let 
us turn that violence on those who taught us to be violent." 

On October 12, 1968, , a self-admitted and 

sometimes leader of the BUC, advised that while the BUC did not 
seek violence, violence is considered an acceptable means of 
achievin g econo mic and social goals when peaceful methods have 
failed, f [stated the BUC's primary purpose is to instill 

pride in black people. 

In October, 1968, a source advised that BUC members 
frequently carry firearms although there is no indication of 
stockpiling of weapons by the organization. He feels that the 
BUC is influenced by the Black Panther Party (BPP), but the BUC 
has rejected a BPP offer for the BUC to become affiliated with 
it . 


On October 9, 1968

and former leader of the BUC, advised that the BUC would not be- 
come affiliated with any group but would have contact with many 
militant and civil rights groups such as the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee CSNCC).

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STUDENT NATIONAL COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


A source advised the Student National Coordinating Com- 
mittee (SNCC), formerly known as the Student Nonviolent Coordinat- 
ing Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded in 1960, 
during the civil rights movement in the South. 

Under the leadership of Stokely Carmichael, who served 
as National Chairman during the period 1966-67, SNCC evolved from 
a civil rights oriented group into a full-blown black revolutionary 
organization . 

A publication entitled "1967 High Tide of Black Resist- 
ance" indicates the year 1967 was considered by SNCC as a historic 
milestone for the liberation of black people in the United States 
and the year that revolutionaries throughout the world began to 
understand more fully the impact of the black movement . The publi- 
cation declared that "liberation will come only when there is 
final destruction of this mad octopus — the capitalistic system of 
the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles of exploitation 
and racism that choke the people of Africa, Asia and Latin America. 
The realities of black life, together with the recognition instilled 
in SNCC workers, forced its members to further popularize the 
legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became 
too great . " 

A second source advised that H. Rap Brown succeeded 
Carmichael as National Chairman of SNCC in May, 1968, and served 
in that capacity until June, 1968, at which time SNCC reorganized, 
creating ten deputy chairmen in an effort to relieve pressure by 
law enforcement. 

In April, 1969, SNCC moved its national headquarters from 
Atlanta, Georgia, to New York City, where it is presently located. 

Ho Rap Brown announced at a press conference in New York 
City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected Chairman of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. He announced the 
organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" from its title and 
will be known as the Student National Coordinating Committee, with 
a Revolutionary Political Council functioning as its governing body. 
Brown, at ttet time, stated the use of force is necessary in obtain- 
ing revolutionary goals .

It was publicly announced on April 22, 1970, by 
the California Adult Authority that Huey Newton, co-founder 
of the Black Panther Party (BPP) , presently serving a 
prison terra for raanslaughter in the shooting of an Oakland, 
California, policeraan, had been denied parole. 

The California Adult Authority further stated 
that Newton's case will corae before the Board again in 
April, 1971. The Authority reviewed Newton's status at 
a meeting the week of April 13, 1970, at the Men's 
Correctional Institution in San Luis Obispo, California, 
at which it was noted that Newton still refuses to perform 
routine tasks assigned to prisoners and his privileges at 
the Institution are restricted. 

A characterization of the BPP

It is logical to assume that if NEWTON feels he has 

even a slight chance of being released from prison he will not

benefits once he is released. Further, it is not believed the 
Bureau should place itself in the position of directing the 
activities of the leader of the BPP who would be exerting con- 
trol over all BPP members. To do so could make the Bureau 
ultimately responsible for any irresponsible acts or crimes 
committed by the membership under NEWTON 's direction, noting 
that NEVJTON has already been convicted of being involved in a 
shootout that resulted in the death of a police officer. 

For the foregoing reasons the San Francisco Office 
is of the opinion that attempted contacts with NEWTON at this 
time would provide no hopes of gaining his confidence or 
cooperation but on the other hand would provide a good likeli- 
hood of proving embarrassing to the Bureau,

A characterization of the BPP 

is contained in the appendix. 

The Planning Session of the Revolutionary People's

Party itself. Due to the widespread publicity given the 
pending release of Huey P. Newton and the possibility of civil 
disobedience should bail for Newt*»n be considered by supporters 
to be excessive, entrance to th^ Alameda County Courthouse was 
limited that day to people with official business and to 
members of the press. There were numerous persons present 
inside the courthouse including several FBI Agents, deputy 
sheriffs, police officers, members of the legitimate press 
and members of the underground press. One photographer, having 
the appearance of a member of the underground press and obviously 
having been admitted to the courthouse as a member of the press 
to photograph Newton as he was released, was observed by me to 
be continuously maneuvering in an attempt to position himself 
to photograph the FBI Agents, including myself, who were inside 
the courthouse. He was not only taking photographs of Agents 
but was also obstructing their view and movements. All shots 
taken by him appeared to be close-ups and of a type that could 
only be used for identification purposes rather than that of 
a newsworthy nature. 

Having received threats on my life and the lives of 
my family by former Black Panther Party member and Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee Chairman H. Rap Brown in 
the past, I did not feel that I wanted my picture and the 
picture of fellow Agents circulated among members of the under- 
ground press or any militant organizations. "The Black Panther" 
paper and other underground papers have in the past carried 
photographs of certain police officers under a "wanted caption." 

I believed this individual was abusing the privilege afforded 
him as a member of the press by the Alameda County Sheriff's 
Office for the specific purpose of photographing Huey P. Newton, 
upon his release. 


With this in mind I approached thi s photographer, 
who was later identified as a I ~| I identified myself 

by name and official status and inquir ed as to his identity and 
his reasons for photographing Agents. I 1 was belligerent 

in his reply and although his exact remarks are unrecalled he 
left no doubts as to his disrespect for law enforcement in 
general and failed to answer the questions posed by me. In 
view of his belligerent attitude he was requested to stop 
taking pictures of individual police officers on duty in the 
courthouse or action would be taken to prohibit his taking any 
pictures at all within the building.

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 

It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and I 

Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselv’es against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panth<.r" issue of September 7 , 1968 , contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People’s 
Republic of China and feature MAO’s statement that "political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 
States .

On the morning of August 11, 1970, Elsa Knight 
Thompson, Public Affairs Director of Radio Station KPFA-FM, 

2207 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California, conducted an inter- 
viev^ with Newton, The interview was taped and was broadcast 
on Radio Station KPFA-FM at 8:00 p.m. August 11, 1970. 

Following is a transcript of the interview; 

THOMPSON; The following program is copyrighted by the Pacifica 
Foundation and the Black Panther Party (BPP) . 

I'm in the studio with Mr, Huey P. Newton. We have not had 
anything but your voice here before, Huey, and now v/e have 
you. You've been inside for thirty-three (33) months. When 
you went in it was rather a different world, both for black 
and white people, than it is now; and you have come out to 
make your contribution to both the black and white world. 

And, I think that the way we'd better arrange this particular 
talk is to go first into some of the very immediate things 
which you find yourself facing and then perhaps return to some 
of the more basic things that you would like to share with 
the audience. One of the events which has happened within 
the last six (6) days since you've been out is the very tragic 
situation in Marin County and its effect on the Soledad Brothers' 
case. It is my understanding that the Panthers are going to 
offer their support and perhaps you would like to tell us 
something about the events of the next few days regarding that 
specific thing. 
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NSI'TT ON ; a woi' * only offer our support; the BPP will 

ndninis tar the funeral; it v^ill be a revolutionary 
funeral of Brot.icr Jonathan Jackson and Brother William 
Christmas and Brother !IcClain. His body has been shipped 
to Los Angelas., Fo that the BPP will administer and give 
these revoluticiar v comrades a revolutionary funeral which 
they deserve and ■nr re inviting the people to the funeral. 

Of course, vre woul ^ ne very happy if we have that support 
from the communr-cv; it will be encouraging to the family 
and to the revolution as a whole because we feel that the 
event that occurred in Marin was certainly a colossal event 
and it has changed the whole relationship between the 
oppressed and the oppressor. The funeral will be held at 
Bt. Augustine's Church on 27th and West Streets this Saturday 
at 9:00 and we ‘re inviting everyone to come. We feel that 
because of the consciousness of the three (3) comrades who 
were killed, who v;ere murdered, that the event is even more 
important or was more important than what occurred in 
Watts • — the Watts uprising — or even the Detroit uprising 
which was a sporadic, unorganized uprising. It lacked the 
consciousness and certainly lacked the revolutionary 
fervor exemplified in the move of Brother Jonathan Jackson, in 
particular Brother Jonathan Jackson, 17 years old, who has 
no, had no prison record whatsoever; he acted strictly upon 
principle that seys chat the corrupt racist lords can make 
no law that the oppressed people are bound to respect. 

THOMPSON ! Well, it certainly has opened up the whole Soledad 
case; this Soledad case has opened up a very much 
more close exaraination and I think of awareness on the part 
of the whole coimmunity of the situations inside the prisons 
and inside the courtrooms. For example, I believe it is 
true that the prosecuting attorney in this case was married 
to the niece of the Judge. That, I believe, is technicuxly 
illegal and yet this is the kind of thing which could happen 
normally and no one would know the difference. I'F it had 
not been for the shooting of the three (3) black men at Sole- 
dad and the subsequent murder of the white guard, the con- 
ditions in "0" Wing at Soledad would never have been known. 

In other words, it opens up the whole subject of political 
prisoners and the conditions inside our prisons and perhaps 
you would like to comment on that, 

NEWTON ; Yes. It's historically correct as the struggle 

intensifies, as the battle intensifies, that the 
evils of the oppressor is focused upon, and this is why he. 
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time and tim^ again, tries to define the oppressed people and 
the revolutionaries who are the vanguard of the people's 
struggle and the people's interests as criminals. The 
bourgeoisie v/ould like us to believe that a group of hoodlums, 
criminals, are the only people who would use certain methods 
to liberate themselves. The bourgeoisie reserves the right 
to use force and if anyone else uses force in an attempt as 
a last resort to gain his dignity and secure his manhood, 
then we're faced, v/e're bombarded with the propaganda machine 
of the mass media that is an institution controlled by the 
bourgeoisie. The soledad Brothers are also some very revo- 
lutionary brothers; they were framed up on the execution of 
a policeman at Soledad shortly after three (3) blacks were 
killed, and in the adjustment center, one white wounded, and 
this was a planned assassination and there was much evidence 
and it was common knowledge among the prisoners exactly how 
the plot went, but this was suppressed; subsequently, the 
prison guard was given justifiable homicide as always. 

Shortly after this the guard was killed and, which was a very 
revolutionary act, some patriots, some members of the People's 
Revolutionary Force, certainly did the act, but three Soledad 
brothers are innocent. They were framed up because of a 
long history of speaking out against the treacherous tactics 
of the prison guards. George Jackson had spent some 
ten years in prison on a one to life. Normally, a person 
would get out in two years or two and one-half years on a 
one to life, but because of his political consciousness, 
they felt him too dangerous to be on the streets. Perhaps 
he went into jail, I believe he went into jail for a strong- 
armed robbery or some common crime which probably has political 
overtones within itself, but the prison kept him so long and 
until he had time to really become conscious and this is when 
they started to be afraid to let him out. If he had remained 
unconscious and loyal to their capitalistic state, then he 
would have certainly been out some years ago, but ... 

THOMPSON ; I believe you also have very specific views on 

the subject of capital punishment, which is also 
a part of our prison system. 

NEWTON ; Yes, the BPP plans to send an open letter to 

the U. S. Supreme Court and the thrust of the 
letter would be that first of all, we realize that capital 
punishment is reserved for poor people and people of color. 
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and this is easily when we examined the death row and 

'we see that onl}/ pour whites and blacks, the Mexicans, and 
other colored people or black people, or people of color 
reach death row. So it's strictly a class thing and it's high 
tirae that someone intervenes between the madman and the 
people. We view the judicial system as not only a corrupt 
institution that’s uhere to preserve the status and the 
pov-rar of the bour^ "^orisie or those who own, but also as a 
group of treacherous murderers, and we will serve notice i 
upon the Supreme Court because that something must be done, i 
The death penalty must be outlavred or else there will be ■ 
a political consequence; we'll intensify the struggle and 
we will stop this slaughter, 

THOMPSON ; Huey, one of the things that you mentioned at 
your press conference which has been widely 
commented on and which you didn't have a chance to go into 
in any depth was your suggestion that the Panther Party was 
going to send what you referred to as troops to Vietnam. 

NEWTON : Yes, Wa have committed an undisclosed number of 

troops to the Revolutionary People's Republic of 
Vietnam to the National Liberation Front, the provisional 
government of -the South. We offered these troops and in the 
spirit of revolu-*'. ionary solidarity and we are awaiting a 
response. There has been some indication that the response 
will be favorable; the Vietnamese people and the people of 
the world in general are very impressed and we feel justified 
in committing these troops even though we realize we have 
many problems here, domestic problems. But we feel that 
because the oppressor also has domestic problems and he still 
finds time to meddle in other people's business to slaughter 
people throughout the world, certainly we can find time to 
aid our friends. 

THOMPSON: The question arises, "What would the status of 

such people be?" I've heard the word, "Wouldrit 
that be treason?" 

NEOTON : My understanding of treason is when a patriot 

aids the enemy under a condition of declared 

war and . . . 
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THOMPSON; Giving aid and comfort to the enemy in a time 
of v;ar. 

HEW TOM ; Yes, and the first thing that we view the 

Vietnamese people and certainly the American 
people viev7 the Vietnamese people not as enemies but as friends. 
This has been demonstrated through the m.any peace mobiliza- 
tions and also th'^t there is a, America has a history of 
committing of troops or American citizens fighting in foreign 
armies. Americans fought in the Spanish Civil War against 
the fascist Franco. There are Americans fighting now in 
Israel and the Israeli Army; there were Americans committed 
to the Canadian Army in World War II; and only at that time 
the ruling circle saw it in their interests not to prosecute 
or not to charge these men with treason. Working from this, 
we say that it doesn't fall under treason because there is 
no declared war, number one. The war is illegal and if 
they want to charge us with treason, we invite them to do so 
because in order to prove treason, v/e would first have to 
put the v;ar on trial to see if the war is a legal v^ar, and 
v^e would be very happy to do that. We are willing to make 
any revolutionary sacrifice necessary in order to advance the 
interest of the people of the v;orld. 

THOMPSON; In other words, you're not worried about the idea 
that the people who went there might lose their 

citizenship . 

NEWTON; No, of course not, because the first thing that 

v;e couldn’t be worried about a simple thing such 
as the American citizenship when the brothers who go there 
might lose their lives. So our concern is to see that the 
fascist imperialist is v/hipped and driven back to his own 
country and we have friends everywhere who can hear che 
imperialist's whip crack, and we view the developing countries 
of the world as the countryside of the world and as one 
developing country becomes free and it advances the freedom 
of all of us because until we choke the imperialist, raw 
material v/hich he gets from the developing country which he 
rapes and robs from the developing country, there will be no 
chance for liberation at home here. In other words, that we 
see a definite connection between our enslavement, our 
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exploitation^ and tne exploitation of the Vietnamese people 
and the people of Cambodia, Thailand, Latin America, Asia, 
and Africa. So we intend not only to send troops to Vietnam 
but eventually we are willing to go anywhere in the world 
where we have com.;rades, 

THOMPSON ; Weil, chat brings me to the next subject I'd like 
you do discuss, and that is that the revolutionary 
movement all over the v7orld has changed appreciably in the 
last three (3) years, among the white radicals, among the 
black people, among the Third World people, in general. I 
know that during the time you were inside that you were aware 
of these things from a factual standpoint, that you spent 
your time studying and preparing yourself but how does it 
strike you now as you emerge to find a national, even an 
international, movement among young people of all races all 
over the world, and where do you think it's going to go? 

NEWTON ; It's definitely going to go to victory and I'm 

overvrhelmed with joy that I am able to see the 
unity that is existing among the people who are oppressed, 
not only nationally but internationally. We feel that in 
order for us here in America to eliminate the evils of the 
world v/e must eliminate imperilaism and international 
bourgeoisie that finds its strength here in Babylon or North 
America. In order to do this the BPP takes the stand that our 
Party is no longer a revolutionary nationalist Party but 
we're revolutionary internationalist; vre're revolutionary 
socialist because we're fighting an international bourgeoisie 
so necessarily our tacrics and strategies v/ould have to be 
based upon internationalism. That doesn't mean that we reject 
or denounce other countries that are fighting wars of national 
liberation. Countries such as Vietnam, we feel, have a right 
for self-determination and surely independence and because 
number one that they've never oppressed other countries, 
they don't operate an empire, they operate a country, while 
America is no longer a country but it's an empire. So, 
therefore, we can't even speak in terms of nationalism 
because nationalism perpetrated in this country has enslaved 
the world. This country has no right any longer to be a 
nationalist country because it's stolen the wealth from every 
developing country in the world in order to build a high 
standard of living here for the ruling circle, that is, and 
because of these evils that this country must think in terms 
of transforming the world/ sharing with the developing 
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countries in a friendship way and even being obligated to them, 
obligated to them in the sense that this country has been a 
pirate and a robber and now it's only justified that this 
country pays off and this is why the Party, the BPP , is hooked 
up v/ith every struggling liberation front in the world, because 
only through this unity are we able to defeat such a powerful, 
treacherous enemy 

THOMPSON ; And you do not see it either as a national struggle, 
purely, nor do you see it as a racial struggle, 

purely. 

NEWTON ; It's not, as far as this country is concerned, 

that the struggle cannot even take a national 
character. It must take an international character because 
what you have is not a nation. It's an empire, so, therefore, 
we can't relate to it as something that it's not. As far 
as racism, is concerned, vie realize our racism is ramped in 
this country and we, this is why in spite of the fact that 
v.^'e're working toward a socialist society, we're not under the 
illusion that this would automatically wipe out racism. It's 
known in sociology that v/hen a structure changes, a physical 
structure changes, a social structure changes, usually there 
is a lag between the attitudes of the values called cultural 
lag, and I'm sura this concept would also be true when we 
receive our socialist victory. Wi'e'll lay the foundation 
or the structure to change the attitudes but until that time, 
we will have to use certain precautions in order to protect 
ourselves from racism. And some ways we'll vrork is to ask 
for some autonomy in our community, complete control as a 
matter of fact of our local community, the institutions therein. 
We would like to operate our institutions as collectives or 
co-ops, if you will, owned by the whole community and supported 
by the national enterprises that V7ill be centralized, that 
would be a public institution. For instance. General Motors, 
Standard Oil, and the big monopolies, the 76 companies that 
control the American economy; according to the Johnson report 
on civil disorders, there are 76 monopolies or oligarchies 
that control the country. These, we would demand, that on 
every level that people of color be represented. But the 
various communities who place these administrators in just 
as now elections are held to place mayors in and so forth. 

The wealth, there will be no profit any longer; it would 
only be a surplus and this surplus from these national 
enterprises would be distributed in some sort of equal way to 
the many ethnic minority communities. All of the communities 
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will receive a proportion of the wealth. So we call this 
proportional representation in a socialist framework. If 
there happens to be any whites living in the black community 
or visa versa or any Mexicans or Indians or any ethnic 
group member who would be a minority living in any of the 
other ethnic communities, then he will have a democratic 
participation in thase institutions. In other words, that 
we will make sure that a foundation will be laid to work 
toward a society -hat will be essentially human, a culture 
that will be essentially human, and a revolutionary culture, 
and that is the culture that is dynamic and that is in 
constant change for the, and v/ith the well being of man in 
mind. 

THOMPSON ; Well, when you speak of revolution which means 
a number of things besides guns, I notice that 
that does preclude in your mind things that might be termed 
reformist in the sense; for example, of the community 
police control bill. You are in favor of people working 
for that type of reform measure? 

NEWTON ; Yes. I believe that reform must be integrated 

with revolution. Reforms are all right, reforms 
are good as long as they don't put up an obstacle in your 
final revolutionary goal. Many times reforms aid the revo- 
lutionary vanguard and mobilize the people against the 
oppressor and in Berkeley now the BPP x*7ith members of the 
Peace and Freedom. Party have worked to have the police 
decentralized. We're on the ballot now, I believe it took 
somewhat in the range of 15,000 signatures to get on the ballot 
and we made that v/ith ease and I will ask the community to 
support this, I v;ould like to ask all progressive people to 
support the decentralization of the police in Berkeley. 

The police v/ould he decentralized into four police departments, 
one for students, one for blacks, and one for whites. This 
would, a local community, would elect a board to control 
the police behavior and to examine complaints from the community 
about the police. This way the police will lose that character 
of being like a foreign army that is occupying territory, who 
don't live in the territory, but they only are there to insure 
the interests of the wealthy or the property people in the 
area. We feel that this is a step in the right direction; it 
certainly is a necessary step but it's not sufficient and we 
realize that for what it is, as a step in the right direction 
because the final victory will come when we're able to 
decentralize the wealth of such institutions as Bank of America 
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and General J'fotors and then make that wealth serve the 
interests of the people and not serve the interests of the 
profit monger. This v/ill be the final victory of the people 
but v;e must fight each battle at a time and while the police 
are only the agents and lackeys of the bourgeoisie and the 
big owners, we realize that in order for us to fight these 
big owners we muse fight the ordinary local police which is 
the local foot soldier, just as the Vietnamese in order to 
fight American imperialism, must fight the ordinary soldier 
who's only a lackey for the bourgeoisie and the 
ruling circle here in America. So and also, that is hov/ stu- 
dents end up fighting certain teachers who support the 
reactionary designs, the reactionary regents, and the 
running dog. Governor Reagan. In order to down Reagan, much 
of the time v/e have to have conflicts v^ith their ordinary 
protectors, v/hether they're teachers, local police, or the 
military; v/e have to deal with that. But we know the final 
victory and the real meaningful victory will be to decentralize 
the vrealth of the rich oppressors. 

THOMPSON ; In other words, v/hat you are saying is that 

you feel that reformism and revolution can and 
should go hand in hand in this society. 

NEWTON ; Yes, as long as, or any other society, as long as 

your reform does not put an obstacle in the way 
of the final goals. There are many reforms I could think of 
if handled in the wrong v;ay would make it impossible or very 
difficult for you to achieve your revolutionary goals. We 
must make very sure that our reforms are well thought out 
and we explain to the people on the way the significance 
and also the dangers of accepting certain compromises from, 
the oppressors. As long as we don't try to drop a plan on 
the people's head and as long as we take their interests 
into consideration and give them time even though much of 
the time they don't claim to be theoriticians or politicians 
or scholars, they don't understand and we have to take much, 
sometimes we have to take m.uch time, some revolutionaries 
think too much time, to explain to the people; but we, the 
BPP, has found that after taking this time, it pays off 
because we move even faster than we would have if we had attempted 
to just conclude or make conclusions for the poeple and go 
ahead without their support and without their help . 

THOMPSON ; That brings me to another question. How, Huey, 
do you visualize the development of the BPP? 

There's been a good deal of discussion as to whether or not 
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this was a mass party or vrhether it was simply going to be 
an elitish leadership cadre focusing on education and so on, 
but not having a mass membership. 

NEl'JTON ; Well, I don't think those terms fit squarely 

into either of the terms that you've just given, 
because our Party is a vanguard party but its strength is 
based upon the mass support and vre v?ork directly with the 
people in many programs. V7e're starting a shoe program where 
we will make shoes. When I was in prison, I found that many 
inmates became very expert and many convicts became very 
expert in making shoes and boots and these shoes are used to 
shoe the prison population and also they are sold to other 
government agencies. Of course, the prisoners only get 2t an 
hour for this, but the point I'm attempting to make is that 
the community, many of the people in the community here in the 
north and the south, the children go without shoes in the 
south. In Buford County, there is a tremendous problem of 
parasites. The people, as soon as they're cleaned up, the 
parasites are driven out of their stomachs or they're cured, 
or they pick up parasites again because they don't have 
shoes and they walk on the ground and pick them up. So we 
plan to buy, with the help of the people, to lease or buy 
an old shoe factory and put ex-convicts into these shoe 
factories and the convicts will teach the people in the 
community how to make the shoes, and a work shoe can be made 
for about ^1.50 or $2.00 and we plan not only to repair 
but to make shoes and shoe the children and the adults in 
the community and the south. So the Party is a vanguard 
party, so therefore, we don't expect millions of people to 
be in membership, but it's not a club or anything like that 
any really we have millions of people there and because every- 
one we're v/orking for the people's interest and everyone who 
sympathizes and supports and does anything we view him as a 
member. He's certainly a member of the oppressed class and 
therefore, necessarily he's the backbone of the revolution. 

I think that this is almost a classical thing, if we observe 
other revolutions and other countries in every case that most 
of the people in ttie country would not, were not a member in 
the sense that holding office in the revolutionary band, but 
that the revolutionary band was so dependent on the people 
until they would say that they could not be tried by the 
regular army because whenever with the people they were like 
fish in the sea and we must be like that; we must, the community 
must support us to the point that when we're being pursued 
that they give us aid without asking too many questions 
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because much of the time, there's no time for such questions. 

I would like to back up a little and say something else about 
Marin. I named the three brothers who were killed; there's 
a fourth brother, a comrade, a revolutionary who's in the 
hospital by the name of Ruchell MaGee and that we have him 
in mind and that I'm asking the people to support in every way. 
We also want to make a charge that the revolutionary people 
are never interested in murder; that it's only the oppressor 
who's interested in murder and this was demonstrated in Marin 
because the revolutionaries did not fire the first shot. 

They were interested in getting out of the prison. The 
statement was made that by one of the comrades that I've been 
in prison so many years, too many years, that — remove these 
chains. I must be set free, so help me God. And he addressed 
the jury and said this; and it v;as really explanation to the 
jury on why he had to take certain actions and this is a revo- 
lutionary's obligation to always explain his action to the 
people and so that they will know and that they were interested 
in taking hostages and they would have released the hostages; 
they wanted freedom. The police have stated, Matthews, the 
prison guard has stated, that he fired the first shot, there's 
some contradiction because the District Attorney has said, 
Thomas has said that he fired the first shot, but no one, 
everyone's aware that the revolutionaries did not fire the 
first shot. Jonathan, William Christmas, McClain, did not 
fire the first shot. So that shows that the police, the 
fascist police, are responsible for the judge's death and the 
fascist police are responsible for showing a disregard for 
everyone in that courtroom, including the jury; and I hope 
that the people see that for what it really is. It shows 
that the oppressor, the fascist police are more interested 
in apprehending some revolutionaries, more interested in that 
than preserving human life, and v/e charge them with that; we 
charge them v.'ith being insensitive to the people and that is 
why, that the vanguard party, with the help of the people, 
will now intervene in that struggle and intensify our struggle 
and go on to victory. 

THOMPSON ! What do you see as the developing relationship 

between the black radical movement and the white 
and Third World movement? 

NEVJTON ; Before I answer that, I would like to say one other 

thing about Marin, because I'm very disturbed 
about v/hat happened in Marin in m.ore than one way; that I

recognize^ not disturiv-J , it's nore of a feeling that is hard 
to express. I recognize what happened in Marin is purely a 
revolutionary action; I think that the standard has been set 
higher^ that the struggle has been put on a higher level now 
and that all revolutionaries must recognize that and that 
one other charge that I would like to make against the 
corrupt officials nere and that is that they haven't shown, 
they claim to be so interested in people, democracy and so 
forth and human li'f'e, and they haven't shown the respect, 
not nearly as much respect as the corrupt governments of 
Latin America, of Uruguay, of Brazil. These are fascist 
governments and they have shown more respect for human life 
than the so-called democracy. When the revolutionaries in 
those countries took hostages and ordered the government 
to release certain political prisoners, prisoners of war, and 
they did that, they did release them in order, on a number of 
occasions, in order for the, to preserve life. This 
country refuses to do that. So I v;ould like for the people 
to keep that in mind and take some very necessary steps. 

THOMPSON; I vi-ould like to return to the question about 

the relationship between the black movement and 
the white movement in this country and the Chicano, the Third 
World movement in general, and how you visualize the proper 
and developing relationship among those groups. 

NEWTON ! I thinx we, the BPP, takes the position that we 

must accept the reality in tiis country and that 
is this country is a pluralistic country ethnically speaking 
and culturally speaking, and that first we must recognize 
that as a fact; there are many cultures here representing 
many national minorities, and that taking this into con- 
sideration we will see that each ethnic minority has particular 
problems that has to be solved in a rather unique way. Bo 
this is vihy we say that in order to lay the foundation or lay 
the, or get a base to solve these problems, first we have to 
transform society and wipe out the small ruling circle that's 
not interested in any of the people, only their interest in 
their profit. So after this transformation which will necessarily 
be a socialist society, we would like all of the ethnic 
minorities to be represented. Before the victory we say that 
we must have many coalitions with all the groups such as the 
Third World Liberation Front that is now supporting the six 
in San Francisco, Siete de la Raza, and who are on trial nov/ 
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on trumped up charges of killing a police officer and we, the 
BPP, also supports them. We have attempted to show our friend- 
ship and our concern by supporting all people no matter what 
their color or ethnic background, who are fighting against 
this common enemv, because in the end, we realize that culture 
is a thing that should enhance and make man feel free and 
also a thing that would give him the power to create, to pro- 
duce in a creative way, and based upon these two criteria 
that we would like to see eventually essentially a human 
culture and we then, the ideas of proportional representation, 
even local boundaries or after this imperialistic country's 
regime has ended, we could even think in terms of the 
whither ing v^ay of statehood. That there won't be any need for 
other countries to be nations because they won't be threatened 
by this country, and there would just be people joined together 
in friendship and harmony and this is the kind of society v/e're 
working for, v/here man will no longer be exploited by man and 
love will exist among all of the people. 

THOMPSON ; VJould you say then that it vrould be impossible 
to be a true socialist and be a racist? 

NEWTON ; I think it's absurd to say that you're a socialist 

and you're also a racist because the socialist is 
interested in man and man is a Homo sapien or of the same 
species and that once v/e start making a division on race then 
that lets the tide in to make divisions on many other class 
breakdowns. So we want to see an end of the class system 
and all of the distinctions that would make one group 
privileged over another. That doesn't necessarily mean that 
we want an end to ethnic groups. We think there is a matter 
of beauty in the many ethnic cultures, .rather like a bouquest; 
and I think if it's used this way that the world would be a 
much happier place and a more interesting place and it would 
be a coming together and a unity of man and with that, as the 
Minister of Information, Eldridge Cleaver, said, we would have 
the essential miscegenation and when our Minister of Infor- 
mation said that he wasn't speaking entirely of race miscegenation 
but he was speaking of that complex whole where man finally 
reaches a unity with himself and with every other living 
thing in the universe and this would be the mingling and the 
transformation of everything from the prisoner that he is 
within himself from the division, and the loneliness and to a 
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whole person and into what man can really be and this is why 
V7e hate the oppressor so much, because he seems to, when he 
strikes us, he strikes down the best that humanity produces., 
When the brothers were killed in Marin, humanity was struck 
a blov/ because these were true revolutionaries, interested 
in the people’s struggle, but yet they were taken away from 
us; and young Jonathan Jackson, I viewed him as a brother 
that should have ^.'een and probably would have been my successor. 
But he was taken away from us and we're very unhappy about 
that, but the people will produce more leaders and they will 
be stronger because they will inherit the legacy of Jonathan 
Jackson, the revolutionary fervor of William Christmas, and 
the courage of McClain. With these combinations that we find 
new direction and we find new strength in the future. 

THOMPSON; Huey, there's another subject that I would like 
to have your comments on. It seems to me that 
both among the minority groups and the white group, there is 
a sort of division among younger people, between what I believe 
could be called the drop-outs, the dope cultures, the 
just-get-out-of-it-entirely , and the people who are politically 
conscious. What is your view of how you intend to deal with 
the other side of the youth culture? I know that many of the 
younger people are actively involved in the political scene, 
involved in the ideas of the changes which are going on all 
around us. On the other hand, you do have large numbers of 
all races of the younger people who have simply opted out. 

NEWTON ; Yes, I think that many of the young people now 

who have dropped out are going through a trans- 
itional period. Most of them are upper middle-class, are white, 
a few blacks, but mostly upper middle-class whites, students, 
and so forth. These people are offsprings of the bourgeoisie; 
their fathers, their families are members of that class that 
we're fighting against. I think that it's a fair statment 
to say that these so-called drop-outs have done a necessary 
thing as a first step because they are what I call traitors 
to the bourgeoisie. They have left the fold of their 
corrupt ruling circle; they've reputiated the goals of their 
circle; and now they're attempting, groping, for a place. 

They're outside of the people's movement, but at the same time 
they are in a twilight zone because they're also outside of 
the ruling circle. We find that the movement in general finds 
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a fertile field in recruiting from this area because after 
they drop out then they come back in but this time they come 
in with new direction. They come in clean because they've 
denounced everything that theirr fathers have supported and 
supported everything that he's denounced. So it's sort of a 
cleansing process. I think that speaking again of the working 
together in the near future, not in the near future, at this 
time many of the left groups are joining into a larger van- 
guard party that's knovm as the New World Liberation Front, 
and the BPP is joining this liberation group, and as a 
caucus inside of the liberation group, and many other — 
the Third World Liberation groups are also joining in and the 
white leftists are joining in. So now we're coming up with 
a synthesis of all the revolutionary groups. It's going to 
be vj'eld into a very sharp cutting instrument in order to 
advance the people's cause. 

THOMPSON; There are a couple of other minority situations 
or at least cleavages on which I would like your 
comments. There are many groups of women today who are all 
categorized as Women's Liberation and yet, again they represent 
a variety of groups, only some of whom are politically 
conscious, and there are other groups like the homosexual 
groups. I would like your thinking on their relationship 
to what you're talking about. 

NETOON ; They definitely have a place in the revolutionary 

movement — the Women's Liberation Front. The 
Women's Liberation Front, some of the groups are politically 
conscious. Those groups of v/omen who are politically conscious 
we would like to unite with them and we v/ould like to also 
have unity with the homosexual groups who are also politically 
conscious. We've had meetings with representatives of homo- 
sexual groups and also the Women's Liberation Front. Now the 
homosexual group has been oppressed so much and so badly until 
it was hard to convince them that the BPP is relating to them. 
But we seen that homosexuals are human beings and they're 
oppressed because of the bourgeois mentality and the bourgeois 
treachery that exists in this country and that tries to legis- 
late sexual activity. Most of the laws are laws not to 
promote freedom which is I believe is one of the most essential 
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things that man universally strives after whether it's in- 
ternal freedom or external freedom. In other words, freedom 
from, compulsions and obsessions; man is not happy when he 
feels forced. These are the internal things when he's 
obsessed and feels compelled, whether it's through religious 
reasons or backwards values reasons that even if he carries 
those values that he is unhappy and, of course, that v/hen we 
start legislating from the outside; there's force on the out- 
side also, and this is one of the laws, one the law books, saying 
that adult people can't have any kind of sexual relationship 
they v/antto. I don't think that the homosexuals should be 
harassed and badgered and brutalized because of their 
desire to have a sexual relationship that's not p>opular at 
this time. So v^e plan in the future to make sure that we have 
solidarity with all oppressed people. 

THOMPSON ; I'd like you to tell us something about the 

Constitutional Conference which you're planning 
and also I think you have some plans which involves the 
United Nations (UN) and Eldridge. 

NEkTTON; Yes. First I'll speak of our Minister of Infor- 

mation, Eldridge Cleaver, who's in exile nov; and 
I've seen many times the newsmedia say he's in self-exile. 

The government has said that he's in self-exile, but I 
disagree with that, that he was forced to leave the country 
because the alternative was between death or in prison because 
of the foundation of the plot was already laid, and, or 
going, v/orking in /Algiers and communicating v/ith us and 
contributing to the movement; he's very much in touch. We 
talk to him just about every other day and I'm going to the 
UN to see about his return; that we will go to tl^e UN and ask 
the UN to hear his case and to have a trial there to see 
exactly if the country, if this country, has a right to try 
Eldridge Cleaver. We don't feel that they have a right to 
try Eldridge Cleaver and surely they don't have a right to 
put him hack in jail vathout a trial at all. You must 
remember that Eldridge Cleaver left this country not because 
he was going to stand trial. He left this country because 
he was going to be put into prison without benefit of a trial 
because of the pressure of the Adult Authority under the 
leadership of Ronald Reagan, who didn't like our Minister of 
Information very well, and Ronald Reagan didn't like our 
Minister of Information very well because Eldridge Cleaver 
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exposed him to the people and showed the people what Ronald 
Reagan really was and Ronald Reagan couldn't deal with that. 

He couldn't deal v/ith it at all. So he plotted to have out 

Minister of Information put into prison without a trial. So 

we're definitely going to do that. 

THOMPSON: Was there some idea of a plebiscite under the 

UN? 

NEWTON : Yes. 

THOMPSON: Or has that been changed? 

NEX‘JTON: No. We still feel that blacks should be able 

to decide our destiny. We've been oppressed 
so long until we think that it's only our right for the UN 

to create a plebiscite to supervise a vote that will only be 

participated, blacks will only participate in, and this would 
ask blacks exactly what we want to do, and whether they want 
to remain a part of this country and so forth. As far as the 
Party is concerned, if blacks decide that they don't even 
want to be a part of this country, this is our right, but 
this doesn't mean that we're abandoning the long-term goal 
and the long-term goal is to create a world where nations 
don't exist at all anyway. So keeping these things in mind 
that we still feel that we shoidn't thrust any plan upon 
the people, upon the people's head without consulting them. 

So we're always in the community consulting the people and 
that's where we will continue to be. 

THOMPSON: What about the Constitutional Convention? 

NEWTON : The Constitutional Convention that v/e're planning 

will take place in Washington and we, the purpose 
of this Convention is to plot a new course for this country. 

We think that the Constitution has not guaranteed and has 
not given the freedom to all of the people here in America. 

So we're asking all people to come to this convention in order 
to plot a new course, to write a new constitution, and also 
to serve notice upon the corrupt officials and evil 
gentry that we will no longer tolerate the way they are 
exploiting the people and treating the people. We notice 
that something definitely has to be wrong with the Constitution, 
when the fact is that black people are struggling to gain rights 
that white people gained in 177 6 when they fought the war of 
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national liberation, the VJar of Independence from Great Britain, 
from England; and at that time white people felt that they didn't 
want to be taxed without being represented, or taxation 
v/ithout representation. They could no longer tolerate. 

They v/anted self-determination. So they fought one of the 
greatest countries in the world and defeated it, but we must 
realize that that war was not a revolutionary war. It v;as a 
national war of liberation but the capitalistic tendency, 
the capitalist characteristics of this country, of America, 
the United States then, remain; and the property class bene- 
fited by the revolution, by the war more than anyone else, 
by the national war of liberation. At that time we blacks 
were slaves, we were slaves before the national v^ar of libera- 
tion of the U.S., and we were slaves after that, until 1865 
as a matter of fact. So the civil rights movement we feelr 
the EPP views the civil rights movement as simply a continuation 
of the national v/ar of liberation that whites won in 1776, 
but as I said before this was the bourgeoise war just as the 
civil rights movement has always been led by the bourgeoisie 
and even though it is not only right, it's necessary for us 
to gain those civil rights. We realize that by gaining those 
rights v/ill not free us now. It will not even give up the 
amoung of freedom the whites got in 1776 simply because the 
dialectics have changed, the social forces have changed, so 
therefore, it would take new rights, it would take new things 
to guarantee our freedom. For instance, in 1776 what 
existed in this country was what we called democratic 
capitalism. The economy of the country was immature; that one 
small landowner could compete against the other; there was much 
land unoccupied. There were many things that were not owned 
and you didn't have the industrialization and the technological 
development that exists today. So, many people v;ere relatively 
free to engage in free enterprise or free competition. After, 
even though blacks v;ere never able to engage in this. If we 
had been able to engage in that, if we had our rights then, 
then the character of America today would be a proportional 
representation among the oppressed people. Now there is a 
disproportional representation of blacks and people of ccior 
in the oppressed classes and this is because the fact of 
racism. But if the history had been different, if v;e had 
gotten the 40 acres and a mule that Thaddeus Stevens thought 
was so important and which I think was important, you would 
have not the kind of racial characteristics going along with 
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also a class oppression. In other words, in America we're 
not only oppressed as a class, as a poor class of people, 
we're oppressed as a cast and that's because of our racial 
heritage. So this makes the oppression general even among the 
small bourgeoisie that exists. So, but because we didn't 
get the 40 acres and the 2 mules we remain like a colonized 
people, you see, and even though it's not classical 
colonialism, because in classical colonialism the colonized 
people are the majority, and the oppressor is the minority 
in a foreign country. America brought her colony home and 
v^e're that colony. Now how do we straighten all of this out 
that I say that at one time that capitalism was even somewhat 
progressive when it was at the democratic stage. As capitalism, 
matured it went from democratic capitalism to monopolistic 
capitalism and this meant that a few land owners after working 
black slaves, after exploiting black slaves and the land ended 
up with most of the bounty and this is the people that Presi- 
dent Johnson spoke of in his report on civil disorder. These 
are the people that compose the 76 companies — Rockefeller, 

Ford, and so forth. Because everything is owned now the 
concept of black capitalism makes very little sense because 
it would say, it would encourage blacks to invest in a 
defunct economy. It is defunct in this country in the respect 
that there is no room for further national development. 

The ruling circle is not even investing their profits into this 
country any longer and this is why they've moved from nation- 
hood to imperialism, or empire, imperialism, because they 
invested profits in foreign countries and they make factories 
there; they pay very low salaries to the people; they depDete 
the country, the foreign country, the developing country, of 
its riches and bring them back home to support the 
overexpanded and depleted lands that are nov; America. So we 
say that black capitalism doesn't make any sense and the only 
way that we can share in the wealth that we produce, because 
the workers produce all wealth, is to have a proportional 
representation in a socialist framework, that is to expropriate 
and to nationalize these private industries and administer 
them, in public fashion so that each man will get a part of 
v'hat used to be profit. There would only be a surplus that 
would be turned into consumer goods and distributed in some 
equal way and also it would strengthen your local co-op 
because your local co-ops v/ill be coordinated v;ith your 
national industry which will be public, but this is so that 
we don't get that top-heavy kind of government, that we 
will have a people's government and a democracy. 
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THOMPSON ; I notice in everything that you have said that 

it appears to me that your concept of socialism 
is not a doctrinaire one. The charge that you are all 
communists or that you are all Maoists, it seems to me that 
what you say adds up to the fact that you are approaching 
the idea of socialism from a pragmatic standpoint in the view 
of this situation racially, economically, and in its world 
position. Would that be correct, and could you expand on it? 

NEtJTON ; Yes, but not only that, I think that it's not so 

much as being doctrinaire, we're not doctrinaire 
because we're more interested in really dealing with the social 
forces that adhering to some so-called Marxist-Leninist 
principles which might not be Marxist-Leninist after all 
because Marx himself said that one thing that I'm not, I'm 
not a Marxist. And what he meant that he wasn't going to 
follow any doctrinaire thing, he was going to use the signs 
of materialism in a creative fashion and that makes a true 
Marxist-Leninist you see. But what is really happening 
is that we've taken, we've carried Marxist-Leninism to a 
higher level. We say that the Party, the BPP, is the 
greatest Marxist-Leninist of all times and we're not bragging 
when we say that, but we realize that history has bestowed 
upon us an obligation and that is to take the science and 
take the philosophy of Marx to its final goal and that is to 
create a world that has an absence of statehood and this is 
why in the first of my speech or my talk with you I emphasized 
the fact that we're no longer revolutionary nationalists, 
that we don't believe in what's commonly called nationhood 
for America, you see. We believe that America now must sub- 
scribe to strict internationalism because while these other 
revolutionary countries and who are Marxist-Leninists are 
revolutionary nationalists in the respect that they are 
fighting for autonomy and they are fighting for independence 
and rationhood. We support that because they have to do that 
in order to defend themselves against the international 
bourgeoisie, the international aggressor. We realize that if 
America didn't support every fascist and bourgeoise government 
in the world that government couldn't exist and the people 
would win the revolution immediately. So what I'm saying is 
that while it might sound in contradiction it's only paradoxical 
that when I say that blacks, we should ask the black people 
exactly what direction we want to go, we also are going to 
explain some things to them and this is that whatever way we 
go that white America can no longer remain a nation. And taking 
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this under consideration, I'm saying that once America stops 
relating to this nationalism, it won't be necessary for any 
other country in the world to relate to nationalism. So developing 
these kind of concepts we think that we've taken Marxist-Leninism 
to even a higher level than it's ever been in history because 
history has not yet created the communist world; it's only 
created the socialist world that is also based upon statehood. 

So the next stage ’t^ould be the communist V7orld where state- 
hood no longer exists and v;e will take the banner of the 
people's struggle, the black and the red banner, to the final 
victory. 

THOMPSON: Is there anything else you would like to to us, 

Huey? 

NET'VTOM : I would like to say pov/er to the people because 

without the people there will be no victory and 
the people are responsible for historical developments and 
they are responsible for the course that history takes and no 
matter vrhat kind of v/eapon the oppressor has that we know 
that one new weapon doesn't win the war, that the people 
alv/ays win, and the people are the real heroes and v/ithout 
this knov7 ledge we don't have even the rudimentary knowledge.

The official nev/spaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in 
I irs revolut i-cnary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are erged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, i' its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article 
Iby the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
[the following; 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom every- 
where. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs 
everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article in 
i/hose introduction the following statement was noted : "We will not dissent 
[from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San 
'rancisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard 
lixon. " 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 
.969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the very direct overthrow of 
:he government by way of force and violence." 

In the issue cf April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article 
)y Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is..,, by taking up arms 
against this government, killing the officials, until the re- 
actionary forces.... are dead, and those that are left turn 
their weapons on thei.r superiors, thereby passing revolutionary 
judgement against the number one enemy of all mankind, the 
racist U.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and its organizing arm, the National 
Committee to Combat Fascism (NCCF) , have been established in various 
Locations in the USA. 
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"First I'll read two letters, one from 
George Jackson, brother of Jonathan Jackson. 

It's from a selection from the book that's about 
to be published by George Jackson. It is to 
read this day. 

" 'From George Jackson. To the man-child, 
tall, evil, graceful, bright-eyed, black man-child, 
Jonathan Peter Jackson, who died on August 7, 

1970, courage in one hand, the assault rifle in 

the other. My brother, comrade, friend, the true 

revolutionary, the black communist guerrilla in 

the highest state of development. He died on the 

trivial scourge of the unrighteous. Soldier of 

the people. To this terrible man-child and his wonderful 

mother, Georgia, to Angela Davis, my tender 

experience, I dedicate this selection of letters; 

to the destruction of their enemies, I dedicate 

my life. ' 

" Letter from a political prisoner at 
Soledad prison; 'Brother Huey P. Newton; Being 
of the present knowledge that the funeral of the 
brother of comrade Geroge L. Jackson, Jonathan P. 

Jackson, is due to be conducted in a manner befitting 
a true revolutionary freedom fighter, Saturday, 

August 15, 1970 . We the follov^7ing black prisoners, 
confined on "O wing" at Soledad Prison - Earl L. 

Satcher, Hugo Pine 11, Edward Whiteside, Madison 
Flowers, J. R. Randolph -hereby request our expressed 
wished to follow; That our names be read at the 
brother's funeral, as being presented in full ceremonial 
revolutionary dress; in mind and in spirit. And that 
these few words be said in our behalf, as coming 
from every black man in prison in the state of 
California, who may not know brother Jonathan, but 
know well his brother George. Right on I . . .to 
the first of a new breed of freedom fighters to ever 
tread on American soil in the history of the United 
States . We bury the body but embrace the on-going 
spirit of brother Jonathan Peter Jackson. All power 
to the vanguard! ' 
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"While it is viewed as a tragedy and many 
will weep for brothers Jonathan Jackson and William 
A. Christmas, the Black Panther Party serves notice 
that is is not the brothers Jonathan Jackson or William 
A. Christmas for whom we should weep. They have 
achieved freedom and we remain slaves. If we must 
weep, let us weep for those of us who remain in 
bondage. The Black Panther Party will follow the 
example that was set forth by these courageous 
revolutionaries. The people refuse to submit 
to slavery and bondage that is required in order for 
us to live a few more years on planet Earth. If the 
penalty for the quest of freedom is death, then by 
death we escape to freedom. Without freedom, life 
is meaningless. We have nothing to lose but our 
shackles and freedom to gain. 

"We have gathered today not only to give respect 
to comrades Jonathan Jackson and William A. Christmas, 
but also to pledge our lives to the accomplishment 
of the goals exemplified in the actions of brothers 
Jonathan Jackson and William A. Christmas. There are 
no laws that the oppressor makes that the oppressed 
people are bound to respect. Laws should be made 
to serve people; people never should serve the 
law. When laws no longer serve the people, then it 
is the people’s right, it is the people's duty to 
free themselves from the yoke of such laws. Oppressed 
people, in general, and black people in particular, 
have suffered too long and must draw the line some- 
where. There is a big difference between 30 million 
unarmed black people and 30 million black people 
armed to the teeth. We're not alone; we have allies 
everywhere. We find our comrades wherever in the world 
we hear the oppressor's whip. People all over the 
world are rising up and the high tide of revolution 
is about to sweep the shores of America — sweeping 
away the evil gentry and corrupt officials. Our 
comrades, Jonathan Jackson and William A. Christmas 
have taught us all a revolutionary lesson that has 
intensified the struggle and placed it on a 
higher level.

The BPP held a press conference at KPFA-FM Radio 
Station, Berkeley, California, at 4:15 p.m. , August 26, 1970. 

The introduction of the press conference was delivered by 
David Hilliard, Chief of Staff of the BPP, and Newton made 
a statement and answered questions from the newsmen present. 

The press conference was taped by Radio Station KPFA-FM and 
broadcast by that station at 6 p.m., August 26, 1970. 

The following is a transcript of the press conference 
by Newton and the BPP as broadcast on August 26, 1970: 
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David Hilliard: "The press conference was called in response 

to the allegations that the Black Panther 

Party had a delegation of Panther members led by Stokely 

Carmichael in Jordan. The Minister of Defense of the Black 
Panther Party, Huey P. Newton Ir'is here to repudiate those 
statements because we do not have any Panthers in Jordan but 
we do have an international section in Algeria headed by the 
Minister of^ Information , Eldridge Cleaverp^nd our Field Marshal, 
Don Cox.P^These representatives of our Party are in contact with 
the Palestinian Liberation organizations daily, and they're the 
only authorized Panthers outside of the United States of America. 

Newton; "VJe further charge that Stokely Carmichael 

is operating as an agent of the CIA. We 
have no proof of this, but we have some evidence. His actions 
are speaking for themselves. We notice that when the House of 
Un-American Activities investigated the Black Panther Party that , 
Stokely Carmichael shortly after or during the investigation came 
out with the statement that the Party was dishonest and some 
other charges that were not based upon facts. When he was 
approached about this, he said that perhaps he was untimely in 
his charge and that he was sorry about this. We further charge 
that he's in cahoots with his wife, Miriam Makeba, v-'ho is also 
an agent. As I said before we have no proof but v/e have some 
evidence of this, judging Stokely Carmichael by his behavior. 

Now we hear that through the wire and through our embassy in 
Algiers that Stokely Carmichael is leading a delegation of 18 
Party members in Jordan against the Jewish people for purposes 
of promoting the interests of the Palestinians and also the 
interests of the black pov/er movement. As a matter of fact 
"black power" movement v.^as mentioned on this, the wire. As 
you very well know the Black Panther Party does not subscribe 
to "black power" as such. Not the "black power" that has been 
defined by Stokely Carmichael and Nixon. They seem to agree 
upon the stipulated definition of "black pov/er," w^hich is no 
more than black capitalism, which is a reactionary and certainly 
it's not a philosophy that v/ould promote the interest of the 
people. It wall only support the interests of a small group 
of people, 

"Stokely Carmichael has further stated 
that the Pan-Africanism is the highest expression of "black 
power." We say that Pan-Africanism is the highest expression 
of cultural nationalism. We, the Black Panther Party are 
internationalists . 
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We realize that most of the African governments v7ho adhere to 
the philosophy of Pan-Africanism are also alligned with 
United States imperialism. In other words, these governments 
are saying that if the United States will let us exist as a 
class to oppress our African people, then we will cooperate. 

In other words, black oppressing black. This is Stokeiy-the 
reason I mention this that this is Stokely Carmichael's 
philosophy and some of the reactionary governments in Africa. 

We like to emphasize that we support the people of Africa in 
their just struggle against imperialism and that our statements 
do not affect this comradely love that we have for all people 
in the world who are struggling against United States 
imperialism because we know that without the support of United 
States imperialism no reactionary government could exist. 

So we are very qareful when we start supporting the government 
that has relationships with and support of the West, the 
United States number one, and now with this very strange 
incident of Stokely Carmichael leading a delegation of Black. 
Panthers, something is wrong with this. And because Stokely 
Carmichael denounced the Party a short time ago and said 
that socialism is not the question or economics is not the 
question, but it's entirely a question of racism. 

"We take issue with this; we realize that 
the United States is a racist country, but we also realize the 
roots of the racism. And the roots of the racism is based upon 
the profit motive and capitalism. So we would like to first 
start with the cause and then later on handle the effects of 
it. We believe that while socialism would not wipe out racism 
completely, but we believe that a foundation would be laid. 

In other words, when we change the structure of bourgeoise 
society, when we transform the structure into a socialist 
society, then at least we have, we're one step into changing 
attitudes. The people then will have control of the mass 
media, radio, television, newspapers J these are the institutions 
which shape some of the institutions which shape attitudes, but 
we know that the concept of cultural lag will probably run true 
to form, and that is, that v/hile the structures change the 
attitudes will lag behind because values take some time to change. 
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"But we say that this is the only way 
that we'll start changinq the racist nature of society, is 
to first revolutionize the institutions or transform the 
institutions. So we'd like to reiterate our support for 
the Palestinian people. We would like to also make it very 
clear that the Black Panther Party is not anti-Semitic. 

We've been charged with being anti-Semitic. As a matter of 
fact some statements could be cited where some jnember of the 
Party has made some statements in anger in order to hurt some 
of our white radical friends because we believe that they did 
not live up to the friendship agreement and, but these were 
internal fights. They should have been kept internal, but 
they were exposed and used by the reactionary and this was 
partially our fault because we indulged in that. But as far 
as our official position, we are not anti-Semitic; a s far as 
the Israeli people are concerned, we are not against the Jewish 
people. We are against the government that will persecute the 
Palestinian people. We all have to admit that there's something 
wrong in the Middle East. The Palestinian people are living in 
hovels there. They don't have land; they've been stripped and 
murdered and we cannot support this for any reason. 

"So we also realize some of the shortcomings 
of the United Arab Republic and our views on this is that we 
think that the people led by the Palestinian people should 
be led into a struggle, a revolutionary struggle, in order to 
transform the Middle East into truly a people's republic and 
at the same time we would support, we support the, at this 
time, a small group of people within Israel who are revolutionaries 
and who would like to see, who are working to see that the ^^ionist 
government of Israel is transformed into a secular people's state 
instead of a religious state. We say this is the height of the 
way the country is operating at this time, is the height of 
chauvinism and ethnocentrism; and I say this because any state 
that requires its members to adhere to a certain religion, to 
be a member of that state, is a reactionary state. This is, 
if we are really revolutionaries whether we're Jewish, Chinese, 
or black, or white that we have to realize this or else we have 
to drop the claim to be revolutionaries • we have to say that 
what we're chiefly interested in is the survival of our people 
at the expense of all other people, and I say that, as far as 
the Black Panther Party is concerned, as far as black people 
are concerned in America, that we could easily take this position 
because we too have been persecuted. We have a long, long 
history of being enslaved and murdered and I think that as far 
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as the moral right, we've wrestled with this question of 
nationalism. We've wrestled with the question of nationalism, 
we've come up with the conclusion that while blacks in 
America have a right to nationalism and separation they 
have a moral right. I don't think that it's the best thing 
strategically and politically because we realize if we 
were to secede the union and become a separate state that 
we could not exist in freedom' side by side United States 
imperialism. It's obvious that we couldn't because the 
United States will not let countries exist in freedom 15,000 
miles away. If they won't let those countries exist 15,000 
miles away in freedom, how do we expect to exist side by side 
United States imperialism here at home? 

"So we say that the question could be 
put in the future. We say that the first task is to transform 
society, and then if the black nationalists can, through 
the U.N. plebecite, can influence the people to separate 
then this question should be left to the people. And as far 
as the Black Panther Party is concerned, that there might not 
be any necessity for a separation after the transforma'tion , 
if it's truly a transformation, because this would mean the 
United States imperialism is wiped out and a new era and a 
nev; society and a new world would exist. We hold this same 
position for the Jewish people because our situation is 
similar in so many ways, we say that morally perhaps the 
Jewish people can make case for separatism and A Zionist 
Jewish state based upon their religion for self defense. 

We say morally maybe we could accept this, but politically 
and strategically we know that it's incorrect. In the first 
place, what it is doing is perpetuating nationalism, perpetuatina 
reaction if nationalism is reaction, and I think the United 
States has proven that it is, because it's used as nationalism 
to rape the v;orld and dominate everyone else: in other words, 
it went from nationalism to the natural conclusion and that 
is empire or imperialism. 

"So the Jewish people m.ust be very 
careful: they must challenge their government because we 
see the same thing happening in the Middle East, where the 
vTev/ish people in. alliance with certain Western nations are 
allowing their government, the Israeli government, to persecute 
the Palestinians. So we stand against this and v/e are asking 
the progressive forces, the revolutionary forces inside of 
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Israel to transform that society so that the people of the 
Muslim religion, the people of the Jewish religion, the 
people who live in the Middle East, will be able to come 
together as one man and truly build a nev; world. As a 
matter of fact we're looking forward to this time. We're 
sure that this time will exist because we see the contrad- 
iction that's developing between the Palestinian people 
and the UAR. We also see a growina segment inside, a growing 
group inside of Israel that's reacting against, that's 
organizing against the racist tactics of the Israeli govern- 
ment. And I say that we could easily, if we go over the 
records , we could see where the Jewish student demonstrated 
against their Minister of Defense, against the war tactics 
of Israel, and we encourage this activity and we struggle 
with this part, this group of the Jewish people. So we 
reject any charges of being anti-Semitic. We realize that 
some Jewish people some people who happen to be Jewish and 
support Israel, will use the Black Panther Party's position 
that is against imperialism and against the agents of the 
imperialists, will use it for an attack of anti-Semitism. 

"We think that this is backbiting, 
racist underhanded tactics and we will treat it as such. 

We have respect for all people and we have respect for the 
right for ail people to exist. So we want the Jewish people 
and the Palestinian people to live in harmony together and we 
support the Palestinians' just struggle for the liberation 
100 percent and we will go on doing this and we would like 
for all of the progressive people of the world to join in our 
ranks in order to make a world that everyone will be able to 
live in. 

Press : ‘^In recent months some Panthers of apparently 

high ranking positions have taken a definite 
anti-Israeli pro-Arab stand; are you restating Party policy? 

Newton: "The first place, you say that some Party 

members, as you recognize or maybe you 
don't, the Black Panther Party is controlled by the Central 
Committee. We adhere to democratic centralism, and that the 
position of the Central Committee has never been a racist 
position. The position of the Central Committee has never 
been anti-Semitic, so those memlsers who have either come into 
contradiction with the Central Committee or have made some 
statement that wasn't proper, have been handled in the way that 
the Central Committee has prescribed. 
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Press: "Huey, do you see any connection between 

Stokely Carmichael's actions in the Middle 
East and the actions of his agent, George Sams, in New Haven? 

Newton: "I think that there is a definite correlation. 

I said earlier that there was much evidence 
but we don't have proof but I'll guarantee in the near future 
we will have that proof, that Stokely Carmichael is responsible 
for the predicament that the "Connecticut 9" and our Chairman, 

Bobby Seale, are in at this time. Stokely Carmichael recommended, 
when he was Prime Minister of the Black Panther Party, he 
recommended that George Sams be admitted to the Party. Upon 
his recommendation, George Sams was admitted to the Party. 

He violated Party rules by fighting with Party members, stabbing 
one, beating another Party member, and he constantly violated 
the rules. He was subsequently expelled or suspended. He was 
first expelled. Stokely Carmichael came to his rescue and 
literally begged for George Sams to come back in. He persuaded 
people in the Central Cominittee to reconsider. On the basis 
of Stokely Carmichael's recommendations he wars readmitted, and 
then George Sams murdered Rackley. And I say murdered Rackley 
because George Sams, himself, said that he murdered Rackley, 
and then Stokely Carmichael, we didn't know that he was an 
agent at this time although we were getting some rumors. We ^ 
approached him and asked Stokely to tell our attorney Charles ^ 

R. Garry, everything that he knew about George Sams. We asked 
him if he was aware that George Sams had been in a mental 
institution and if he were aware, would he tell what he knew 
about it and Stokely then stated that he knew that George Sams 
had been in a mental institution, that he was sadistic, but 
he wouldn't testify in behalf of Bobby Seale, our Chairman, 
because number one George Sams v;as all right; he just didn't 
like Bobby. So, therefore, he would lie on him and it will 
be alright, and secondly, he said that he wouldn't talk to 
Charles R. Garry even though he would talk to any white attorney 
in America, that's one that he wouldn't talk to. I don't know 
what he meant by this. 

■'I can only speculate that he was afraid 
that he might reveal the truth and this truth will be recorded 
to the Party and to those concerned. So then he said that 
Stokely Carmichael said that he would testify if he subpoenaed 
the only way. And one of our members. Big Man Howard, v/ent 
and saw Charles R. Garry to receive his subpoena in order to 
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give to Stokely. When he returned to the area where Stokely, 
was supposed to be, the house where Stokely said he would be, 
Stokely had conveniently exited and v;e haven't seen him since. 
As a matter of fact, when he pops up again he pops up in 
Jordan leading a delegation of Black Panthers, This is very 
strange but I will guarantee you that we will find out about 
this and when we find out about it we'll let you know.

Newton: "I only know what the news media has 

reported and I only know v/hat the 
Palestinians have told the embassy, the Black Panther Party's 

embassy that's located in Algiers. Now we could take it for 

what it's wort)i because we realize that much of the time nev7s 

reporters don't report the facts of the matter. So, I don't 

know.

Press: "Yes, that's a hard thing for us to check 

too. But if they're there, the Central 
Committee didn't sent them? 

David Hilliard- "What we're saying is that we know for a 

fact that there are not any Panthers in 
Jordan even though we do have an international section of our 
Party in Algeria. The people that Stokely are leading are 
possibly renegades: they're imposters- they're probably members 
of Stokely 's own black pov/er movement. 

Newton "Yeah, I'm sorry about that. We knov; for 

a fact there are no Black Panther Party 
members in Jordan. VTiat I mean is that I don't know whether 
Stokely is there or not. The news reporters say Stokely 's 
there and some blacks are v/ith him and they call themselves 
Black Panthers . Stokely represents himself as leading this 
delegation of Black Panthers. This is not the first time that 
such things have happened to the Black Panther Party. We have 
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an influence now here in the United States and because of 
our friends abroad, because of people's support internationally, 
that we receive a certain amount of recognition and that we 
can move more freely than a person who's separated by the 
national boundaries. So many people, not many people, some 
people that I can name, number one, a man by the name of 
Earl Anthony who was expelled from the Party but yet he 
showed up in France at a conference of Africans representing 
the Black Panther Party. We found out about this and we were 
notified and we quickly corrected this. But the reason that 
Earl Anthony gave to the press for falsifying his membership 
is that he would not havts been allowed in this particular 
conference if he didn't represent a revolutionary group. 

So, therefore he chose the Panthers in spite of the fact 
that he had denounced the Panthers as internationalists and 
this v;ouldn't solve the problem; the problem was totally a 
problem of race.

The very fact, the very idea that he would 
have to say that he was leading a group of Black Panthers testifies 
to his crumbling influence, and also his credibility, why 
didn't lie say that he was leading a delegation of Students 
for a Non-Violent Society — what is it — SNCC? He didn't say 
this because SNCC no longer exists for all practical purposes.

And Stokely Carmichael will be 
treated as such if in fact it's true that he's in Jordan and 
he made those statements. 

Press: "The general public doesn't react to 

news in that manner. They generally 
don't try to decipher or work it out. So, in fact, whatever 
Stokely says right now, since his name is prominent, it will 
still work against you? 

Newton: "Well, actually we're very close friends 

of the Palestinian people. We have almost 
a day-to-day contact with them at our embassy, and if we find 
that it is true that Stokely Carmichael is in Jordan and 
misrepresenting himself, is lying and saying that he's leading 
a delegation of Black Panthers, and that he is, has been 
rehabilitated by the Party, we will ask our friends, our 
revolutionary comrades, to immediately place Stokely Carmichael 
under revolutionary arrest, and bring revolutionary justice to 
him. And, of course, they will have to decide what steps 
they will take and what, exactly, what actions they will take. 
But we're investigating this and we will know in a few hours 
exactly the outcome of the whole thing. 

Press: "Why have you waited so long to take 

revolutionary justice against Stokely? 

Newton: "We're not taking revolutionary justice. 

Stokely, if he's in Jordan, we don't have 
anyone in Jordan; we say the Palestinian people are used to 
dealing with jackanapes so they will take whatever steps are 
necessary. 

Press: "Huey, could you possibly comment on the 

strike that was begun yesterday by about 
800 inmates at San Quentin Prison? 
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Newton: "Yes, The strike at San Quentin was long 

overdue. I think thattiie prisons are 
concentration camps that hold nany people who are really a part 
of the revolutionary forces , the revolutionary armed forces , 
that are now waging battles against imperialism. We, the 
Black Panther Party, have made contact with prisoners in 
California and also prisoners outside of the State. We're 
making inroads into this through our bussing program. We 
bus relatives and friends of prisoners to the prison in order 
for the prisoners to gain information on what's going on outside. 
The repression in the prison is growing. We realize that, v;e 
know of the Soledad Brothers' case, where the Soledad Brothers 
are being charged and prepared for, the State has prepared for 
a legal lynching because the Soledad Brothers, they are accused 
of executing a guard. The Soledad Brothers are innocent, but 
they're only being persecuted because they're oolitically av.'are. 
They were charged of execution of a guard a day or two after 
a racist reactionary policeman inside Soledad killed three 
blacks and wounded one vrhite in a security section of the 
prison in "0" Wing after they went out in the yard for exercise. 
This guard, his reasons for killing the three and v/ounding the 
one was that there was a fight. A fist fight had broken out 
and he wanted to protect the inmates. So in order to protect 
the inmates, he killed the three and wounded the one. Now 
V7hile this doesn't make any sense to the people, it seems to 
make much sense to the reactionary ruling circle. We see the 
same thing that happened at San Quentin a short time ago, or 
in Marin, where Jonathan Jackson and William A. Christmas, and 
Me Clain were attempting to liberate themselves, at least 
William Christmas and MC Clain. 

"Jonathan Jackson was outside of all of 
this; that he was not a convict or he wasn't a prisoner of vrar, 
not at San Quentin anyway. So he's never been to prison. But 
because Jonathan Jackson i-zas a conscious person, he attempted 
to aid Christmas and Me Clain in an escape from the prison camr>. 
They abducted a few jurors and a judge, and they were very 
careful not to harm them. They put them into a van and started 
a drive away, and the racist reactionary police at Marin then 
commenced to fire upon the van, killing the judge, killing 
Christmas and Jonathan and Me Clain. One other prisoner, 

Ruchell Magee was wounded, who was also participating in the 
escape; and now he's waiting for trial. We're demanding that 
he be treated as a prisoner of v/ar along the lines of the 
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Geneva Agreement. 

"I sort of deviated from my answer, but 
the gist of the whole thing the police killed the judge and 
wounded a juror and killed three people in order to save the 
people, you see. This is the logic of the onpressor and the 
reactionary racist. He will drop bombs on the people, he will 
drop bombs on the Vietnamese people in order to save the 
people. This is his logic and we realize his logic will lead 
him to his very doom, while the people will be victorious 
because the reactionary, racist, capitalist works against 
himself. And again this is the dialectics of the whole thing 
that v/e can no longer trust the people's interest in the hands 
of a circle of people who have no respect for human life, have 
no respect for human life whatsoever, and how can we expect 
for them to take the people's suffering to heart, how can we 
expect for them to atone? We realize that we must take stern 
action- one peace movement or two peace movements v;ill not do 
the trick because the enemy knows, doesn't understand what 
peace means. That the enemy, and I hate to say this, but I 
have to say it because I can't imagine people using the logic 
of the ruling circle. He strictly needs to be civilized: he 
needs to be taken out of society and as Dillon says, he needs 
to be made to wear earphones. You know, I didn't know what 
that meant for a long time until I went to prison, and I 
noticed that all of the prisoners wear earphones, and that's 
what we suggest, not only the reactionary ruling circle but 
also the prison administration. They need to be taken out-- 
they are the ones who are sick. 

"Those people who are inside of prison 
are not criminals. They're no more than a product of reactionary 
bourgeois society. Most of them are in there fore what they 
call the hard crimes. The hard crimes are robbery, burglary, 
and rape , and we see that there are few rights at this time . 

The prisons are swelling with political prisoners, but this 
hard core what they call the hard crimes, are in prison for 
very strange reasons. They are in prison for robbery because 
they v/ere led into robbery by the international confederation 
of thieves which is the bourgeois ruling circle that has 
robbed the world and depleted the United States soils and 
has caused a problem of decay, not only on an international 
level but now we're suffering on a national level because of 
what? Because of greed, because of robbery, because he's 
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interested in the profit, he's interested in the bounty and 
the wealth, and he's not interested in how he gets it. The 
so-called robber, the so-called thief, is interested in the 
bounty and he most of the time is not too interested in how 
he gets it. So we see no difference in these two people, 
but only the one is victim of the other. The one who's 
captured was engineered into this because the ruling circle 
sets the example. They laid down the values of the institution, 
they control television, radio, the education system, and the 
churches . 

"So if we see that he's in control of all 
the institutions and our most enlightened sociologists and 
anthropologists know that there's no gene that leads one into 
competition cind there's no gene that leads one into killing 
his brother for any profit motive, that they must of set these 
standards up, and the prisoners merely follow them but they 
haven't gained the power to make their capitalism legitimate. 

So we call them illegitimate capitalists and while we 
sympathize with them we can't make them legitimate capitalists, 
but we can make them legitimate socialists. If we're attempting 
now to educate the prisoners. Many are becoming educated now 
and they see that their only salvation is not getting a few 
crumbs by wrestling them away from the capitalists, many times 
at the expense of the community of all the oppressed people, 
that the only way they can get their just deserts is to 
transform society by overcoming, by overwhelming, by wiping 
out the ruling circle that is hoarding the wealth and hoarding 
what's rightfully peoples. So we support all of the prisoners, 
we view all prisoners as prisoners of war and political prisoners, 
either directly of indirectly. Indirectly, when they've been 
engineered and molded by a criminal society. We think of those 
people who mold them into their way of thinking are criminals 
because we recognize that a master has more power than a servant 
and we say that in order to free the servant then we must wipe 
out the master, and this is why we don't subscribe, the Black 
Panther Party, does not subscribe to nationalism or separatism, 
because we realize that the slave cannot separate himself from 
the master. The slave must conquer the master in order to be 
free and we realize that here in America; it has made slaves 
of the world, so America internationalism is nothing nev/ to 
the American people. The American people don't understand 
internationalism, but the ruling circle understands very well 
because they have an international confederation now of the 
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bourgeoisie. We would like to transplant this, to transform 
this into an international federation of the people. In order 
to do this we can't separate but we must do just the opposite, 
and that is, to go on and have a head-on collision because 
we realize that when social forces clash that something new is 
bound to turn out, only we're planning that it willturn out 
to be a world where people can exist in peace and in harmony. 

Press: "Would you care to respond to the statement 

that Berkeley Police Chief Baker made about 
you and Tom Hayden, and the underground press being responsible 
for the killing of the policeman in Berkeley last week? 

Newton: "I read the statement and I found the 

statement very interesting. I think 
that number one that we have to recognize that the military, 
the military is the international arm that protects the deciders 
v/hich is the American bourgeoisie which is represented by 76 
companies that control the world. And that in order for the 
people of the world to share equally in their wealth that they 
produce because remember the 76 companies not only did they 
rip off, they are ripping off now the world by depleting, 
by taking the raw materials from many developing countries 
and use it here in this country for their own benefit. 

"So taking this under consideration, we 
have much sympathy for the soldiers who ^^?ere forced to go into 
the developing countries to crucify those people for the 
interest of the ruling circle but can't support them. You 
see, we can't support them because we realize that v;hile 
Vietnamese people have no hatred really for the American 
people they have to oppose the agent of the imperialist and 
the agent of the imperialist wears the American uniform. 

So in order to deal v/ith the aggressor to deal with the 
imperialist, v/e have to deal with the ordinary soldier, who 
is the victim of imperialistic country because he's forced 
to go. Secondly, on a national level, we realize that v;e have 
a National Guard which, is state guard, and that is to protect 
the state interest which is realiy the interest of the small 
ruling circle in the state. And then down on the local level, 
we have the local police force. The local police force has 
stated time and time again that their job and their interest 
is to maintain the status quo, to protect prooerty and to 
make sure that the laws that are being instituted by the 
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oppressor are adhered to. 

"Novi? we say if this is the case and if 
one is misled into being a policeman who takes his orders from 
this ruling class, that he's taking a job that has a certain 
amount of risk. Nov/ I think that in answer to your question - 
what did I think about it- I v/ould like to thank the police 
chief and I would like to thank the mayor because he made one 
statement that's very important. He said that this was a 
revolutionary act, it was the act of a revolutionary, it was 
a political assassination. When we start, when people start 
being honest like this and say that we have to deal with the 
local police in order to deal with the person that he's 
protecting, then the people will learn a lesson by this. 

So v/e say that while v/e even sympathize with the family of 
this policeman v/ho was killed because we adhere to the idea 
that when a man is killed that the death of anyone diminishes 
us because we're involved with men. So v/e ' re always sorry 
when people have to die. But at the same time v/e 're even 
sorrier when people are victims of oppression, and in order 
to end murder, in order to end v^/ars, in order to end conflicts 
among people, we would like to root out and get rid of the 
roots of that conflict; and that is the people who make a 
profit by its very existence.

SC T-1 advised on September 23, 1970, that Huey 
Percy Newton spoke at the University of the Pacific, 

Stockton, California, on September 23, 1970, in the University 
of the Pacific Conservatory before approximately 1,200 people. 
This speech was part of a series of lectures sponsored by the 
University of the Pacific Student Association. ^ 

Newton was introduced by Attorney Charles -Cary, (■ 
from San Francisco, California. Approximately one-fourth 
of the audience was Negro. 

Newton' s speech was not well receiyed and part of 
the audience departed while he was speaking. 

The following is a transcription of Newton' s

All pox^er to the people. I bring yon greetings frora 
)33Y S2ALS. You know this is a very beautiful evening. I*n 


sorry you had to x^ait so long but I think it' 11 be x<7orth it 
X7hen you hear the Minister of Defense of the Black Panther Party. 
He xjaited 35 months to hear him. I x^ant to bring you greetings 
from the Los Sietos de las Raza, six beautiful brothers of the 
Third World, Joaquinos Chicanes xfl'ho are on trial for their 
iives; and this is the beginning of the 15th xjeek of the trial. 

The prosecution finished its case yesterday and Xi7e' re noxw 
putting on our defense. These brothers have been in prison nox? 
for 16 months for a crime that they did not commit. They were 
charged X7ith the killing of a police officer on May 1, 1969, - 
that® s Hay Day in San Francisco. One police officer killed 
the other and has blamed the charge on six brothers of the Third 
T'orld and for the first time in 16 months x-?e' ve had an opportunity 
to begin and tell our side of the story. And our side of the 
story is just startling the courtroom; it' s going to startle the 
entire community, and X7e expect an acquittal on behalf of all 
six of them at the conclusion of the prosecution' s case. Just 
as ou^ black brothers are being pushed around all over the lot, 
harassed, degraded, our brox>jn brothers are going through the same

d'-in® oa die same indignities at the hands of the police and 
the establishaient that the black brothers have been going 
through, 

We’re living in perilous times. We’re living in a 
period of American history where fascism and the police state are 
turning out to be the order of the day. Our courtrooms are a 
stage of siege; our courtrooms are infested with nothing but 
policemen with guns at their sides and clubs at their readiness. 
You cannot even walk into the San Francisco Kail of Justice 
without identifying yourself and showing whatever packages you 
have and being humiliated and searched. As a matter of fact, 
three vjeeks ago I was asked to have my briefcase examined and I 
refused to do so, and I sat outside and for 20 minut^ the whole 
court was held up until the bailiff came and vouched for me, 
how, txjo years ago we wouldn’ t have believed that this would 
happen in our so-called beloved America. The Black Panther Party, 
when they had their meeting in Oakland, United Front Against 
Fascism,x<?ith BOBBY SEALE, free at that time, warned America and 
’'jarned everybody there that fascism was on its x^ay and unless vie 
set aside our petty differences and had a xmited front against a 
r.ilitaiy state and a police state, that we’ re going to lose our 
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freedom. Since then, history has repeated itself time and time 
again. Since then, BOBBY SEALE has been in prison *;ithoat first 
being brought to trial, and \>?hen he demanded to defend himself 
in Chicago when his attorney couldn’t be there, continuar.ee 
wasrJ t granted so that his attorney could be there j he was 
shackled and gagged. 

The 13th Amendment and the DREAD SCOTT case were 
brought together. The 13th Amendment was forgotten and the 
BREAD SCOTT case was taking its place in beloved Chicago, We 
have demanded a trial for BOBBY SEALE in Chicago, On April 
6th the federal government said they couldn’ t try BOBBY SEALE 
in Chicago for the crime he Xi7as charged with there because he was 
facing a far more serious crime in New Haven, Connecticut, for 
murder and said that the murder trial would take precedent. 

That was in April; this happens to be September and he still 
has not been brought to trial in either place. Last week the 
federal judge HOFfMAN, that fascist, ruled that BOBBY SEALE 
shall be removed from New Haven, Connecticut, and brought to 
trial in Chicago on October 19, 1970, less than a month from now, 
'that happens to the trial in New Haven, Connecticut? I thought 
they were in such a hurry that this capital offense had to be tried 
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^first. Yoa can see that they* re just playing a seesau ausical 




chair game. Speaking cf musical chairs, all of you, any of you 


vjho have been at the Los Sietos de las Raza trial will know 


that nothing but musical chairs are being played there. It’ s 


come to the point in Merican judicial history that always 


existed but some of us lax^ers are just beginning to understand 


it. It has now become a point in American judicial history when 


our trials are becoming mockeries, and it* s only a game that* s 


being played in that courtroom. And it’ s just a question of time 


how soon your client goes to prison. In our nation* s capital, 


vJashington, D,C«, that great President of ours and his great 


Attorney General and the wife of that great Attorney General 


ilong with their ladceys and stooges and their white niggers and 


brown niggers and red niggers and yello\« niggers passed the No 


Xnoclc Bill, where they don't have to knock on your door in order 


be able to make a lawful search and a lawful arrest; they can 


just barge in on you. I have instructed my clients that anybody 


that barges into their house, shoot to kill. 


I told the judge the other day in the Los Sietos de 


las Raza trial and I said I believe this trial is a mockery, I 


said I just feel as though I'm just a fixture here and waiting fo: 
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you. to do yoar hatchet job and give an appearance of a fair trial, 
Yon Icno:-; ilUSY KSUTON xjent through uhat we called a fair trial. 

It was a fair trial for the goverrunent. They didn* t care what 
kind of evidence they used, they didn' t care how illegal the 
trial evidence was, the trial judge' s tactics, the trial judge' s 
guidance, and the prosecution' s guidance was to see that HUEY 
NETJTON was convicted and they didn' t give a good God-damn whether 
the hpoeilate Court would eventually reverse or not because they 
knew that HUEY NEIJTON would be spending time in prison until some 
Appellate Court found that he had to be released because the 
conviction was illegal. 

You know, to say that you can get a fair trial and that 
cur Appellate Courts will protect you- -it' s an idle act to be 
protected after you have already suffered 34 or 35 or 40 months 
in prison and when an Appellate Court said we are sorry the trial 
judge committed prejudicial error, we're gonna send this case 
back for a retrial. That' s exactly what HUEY NET7T0N is facing, 
onother retrial. So we go through the same charade, we go 
tnrocgh the same musical chairs, we go through the same semblence 
of fairness, appearance of fairness. It' s a lot of bull shit. 

And if you think that I'm just telling you this because I happen 
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ro have a friendly audience, you are mistaken. I've said this 
to the American Bar Association convention this year on two 
different panels. I've repeated what I've had to say to the 
Amarican Trial Lavjyers in Miami, Florida, this year, and only 
last xjeelc I said this to the California Bar Association which 
was meeting in convention in Los Angeles, and on the same podium' 
was a federal judge who attempted to respond to some of the 
remarks that I made. It' s about time we took off our gloves and 
said that the entire American judicial system will have to be 
remade from the beginning and not amended or changed in an 
artificial way. It' s about time x^e had justice in the courtrooms 
and xjhen x<!e say power to the people, let' s have some pox-7er in the 
courtroom. 

Our entire prison system, beginning with Soledad, 
Folsom, San Quentin, and all of them- -every one of them ought 
to be torn down. Every one of those prisons ought to be 
converted into hospitals or universities, but they should not be 
housing hcman beings in the manner that they're being housed now, 
I'o' s degrading to take our men and women and throw them into 
these prisons. 

You know, when a loved one of yours is sent to prison, 
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ar.d it' s very easy to go to prison these days, you never kno^t; 
whether that loved one is going to come back alive or not. We 
have created a jungle in our prison life. We have created a 
situation where we don' t knovj from one minute to the next 
whether one of your loved ones is going to come back alive. 

You know, we're beginning to get allies all over the country. 
Young lavyers are coming to the fore. Law students are 
beginning to avjaken to the rottenness of our so-called judicial 
system. Our universities are beginning to find out that you 
carnrot have a free America unless you have a free apportionment 
of the wealth of the nation so that people are not on relief, 
so that people are not waiting or begging in order to be able to 
have a livelihood. They' re beginning to find that there' s only 
one way that you' re going to be able to solve the ills of our 
society and that is to have a democratic apportionment of the 
wealth so that the means of production are owned by the people 
and not by 76 corporations that dictate when you shall go to bed 
and when you shall get 

Ue are indeed fortunate that in 1966 there was a birth 
of the Black Panther Party, which at that time was the Black 
Panther Party for Self-Defense. Today the Black Panther Party 
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has branches throughout the United States and is probably the 
most hated group of men and x^omen that have ever been in the 
political scene of the American Life since the birth of our 
nation, and the reason for that is that the Black Panther Party 
is not compromising, it‘ s not backing away, it's not bending 
its knees and saying we want freedom on our knees, but they're 
saying we want freedom as men and women with dignity, and they're 
going to get that freedom. ¥e' re going to get that freedom. 

i would like to say a few words in a kind of personal 
way about one of the greatest men that I have ever met in my 
life. On ISIovember 1, 1967, I was asked by a group of citizens 
in the Bay Area if I would go and defend HUEY NEWTON who was 
charged with murder. I had never heard of the Black Panther Party; 
I had never heard of HUEY NEWTON. The party was just new and I 
just hadn't caught up with what was going on. I went to see HUEY 
NEWTON who was in a hospital bed with a trachea tube through his 
nose and police all the way around him. I introduced myself to 
HUEY and 1. said, "I'm CHABLES GARRY." I said, "I've been asked 
to defend you," and I said, "I \iant to defend you," and he had this 
beauufful smile of his, and he V7as in pain because the bullet had 
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bean threatened daily. Police officers all around the place 
vould go up to him and say, ‘'Listen, you black son-of-a-bitch, 
we' re gonna cut off that trachea tube so you can choke and die 
so that the State of California doesn' t have to gas you," It 
was in this atmosphere that I met HUEY NElfJTONo I xi?anted to 
understand what HUEY' s thinking was and what made HUEY the type 
of a person that he was, and I went through a social and a 
historical education at the hands of HUEY NEWTON, an education 
that I should have had in my grade schools, an education that 
.. should have had in my high school period, which I didn't. The 
first thing that HUEY NEWTON had me read was F^-NNON' s Wretched 
to the Earth . He had me read MALCOM X' s biography, I'm not 
going to bore you with all of the educational processes that I 
went through, but in the months that followed I didn' t study 
any law. I studied black history. I studied the reason why 
the Black Panther Party existed, I learned for the first time, 
although I' d been active in the civil rights movement for some 
30 years before that, I learned for the first time what it was 
to be a black man in the black ghettos of America. And it was 

HUBY N2TJT0N who portrayed this to me and I in turn try to portray 
it publicly and in the courtrooms. You will probably hear one of 
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tha greatest human beings that I have ever net, a person that 
I consider one of the V7orLd' s greatest revolutionaries. Ke is 
a modest man; he is a selfless man. He hates praise and he 
hates to be the figurehead and the fountainhead of leadership. 
But you know, leadership is something that' s endovjed upon you as 
a person and vhen you don' t use that leadership, you are 
failing your responsibilities, and HUEY NEOTON must learn that 
ke has to be the focal head of leadership because he has this 
gift -...a understanding, and the world needs a HUEY NEVJTON. At 
this time I want to bring to you HUEY NEWTON. 
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First, I would like to say that we* re very soriy 
that we* re late, and the second thing is you* re responsible 
for being free such as this freedom is, and I want to say all 
power to the people because we know that I was not released from 
prison because of the kindness of the judicial system, that I 
was not released from prison because of anything that I had 
done. I was released from prison because you wanted me released. 

Tonight we come to you to present not some eloquent 
phrases and clauses because I know it- -no, no, no, that I can 
only present to you a survival program based upon the Black Panther 
Party* s Ten Point Program. The need of the survival program is 
obvious. The survival program is based on service to the people 
for the purposes of survival pending the revolution which will 
transform America and subsequently the world. Until that time 
we need some very practical programs to insure that we raise 
strong revolutionaries. ¥e need a program to make sure that our 
children do not grow up to be weak people damaged by malnutrition, 
brain damaged through malnutrition, and we do this- -we can safe- 
guard this through establishing programs to give our children 


nourishment. 


A survival pr^|0|^p|.g(0p|i|c)|^]^self -defense program, 
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Self-defense is a veiy--we view it as a very broad thing, that 
we need not only to 'afend ourselves against the vicious 
service revolver of the police that might end our lives at 
anytime, that we must defend ourselves against every other type 
of aggression. We knov; that if we do not survive until revolu- 
tion occurs that we will end--our lives will be brought to an end 
just as TED WATKINS' life was brought to an end. That we will 
not tolerate this and if we will not tolerate them, must do 
something about it. That we must secure the community and we 
must establish the type of security that is of interest to the 
welfare of the community not the type of aggression that were 
suffered by the hanch of the agents of the reactionary races. 

That- -but the survival program goes further than this. 

Sometime ago that the Black Panther Party was viewed 
as some kind of bodyguard, some kind of peer military organization 
because much of the time people, especially intellectuals, are 
somewhat narrow in their scope, in their definitions of things. 

Our party used to be called the Black Panther Party for Self- 
Defense and because we realize then that our program was really 
exemplified the needs of the community to survive and therefore 
defend itself. So we viewed a matter--we vievjed c... 

IB 


a matter of 
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aggression the fact that many of onr people here in jftmerica 
do not have decent housing, who do not have decent houses eind 
because the slum landlords are not interested in our welfare. 

He‘ s motivated by the profit motive. He is not motivated by the 
welfare of the people. He’ s not concerned about the people. So 
if he' s not concerned about us, then we must be concerned about 
ourselves. 

We realize that the medical situation, the health, 
because of lack of medical care in our community, whether it' s 
Chicano community, whether it's black community, Chinese 
community or poor white community- -we realize that the health is 
very bad because we do not have clinics and because we do not 
have doctors to attend our people. We realize that the sole 
society is not based upon serving the people but is based upon 
exploiting the people. 

That- -this could very easily be taken as a reforaance 
program. The Black Panther Party disagrees with this. VJe say 
that a program is only a reformance program when the program 
offers itself as a solution. We realize that our program, the Ten 
Point Program, is no solution to the problem. It' s only a program 
of self-defense in order to survive until we can solve these 
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problems, Ue realize that vje can only solve the problem through 
crushing bureaucratic capitalism at home and imperialism abroad. 
That- -but lie are not going to wait around and talk and split 
hairs about certain ideologies and certain theories that our 


ideology is based upon a practical experience, I believe 
you call it empirical evidence- -observation experience that we 
have lived in our community. We have lived in our community; 
we've observed and we have experienced atrocities. Atrocities 
from the hands of the deciders who are really located somewhere 
within those 76 companies that control the United States economy 
■and also the economy of the world. These 76 companies with the 
leaders is General Eynamics^ General Motors and all of- -Standard 
Oil 3 and according to President JOiMSON' s report of civil 
disorders there® s 76 companies that control the American economy 
and controls the vjorld economy. 

So vjhat we x^ant from these people? We want what' s ours. 
We sty that the people create all wealth, that the people have 
the right to use this wealth for their interest and for their 
welfare and no one has the right to take what is the people. 
Matter of fact there' s--in this country and for sometime that 
in the lax’7 that it x*7as realized to take someone else's property 
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and to dominate it like your very own was a tort* I think they 
called it trespass de bonis aspertitisj the taking axiay of 
other’ s goods and treating tham as your very owns we 
charge America of taking away the people’ s goods, taking away 
the people’ s wealth, not only the people here at home but the 
people of the world and using them as their very own. This is 
a small ruling circle who control the American economy and 
subsequently the economy of the worlds That we realize that 
we can only answer our problems- -we can only ultimately 
answer cur problems through transformation of society. But again 
we. say that V7e offer a program that is based upon survival, a 
program that might apparently be reformance, but we say that it' s 
simply paradoxical. That it’ s not reformance in fact. It’ s 
not reformance in fact because it will not stop the revolution; 
it will not stop the revolution; it vjill only show the people 
that we care about them. It x<70uld also make sure that the people 
exisus. It xjill make sure that TED IJATKINS Xi7ill be here or the 
peo_;le like TED IJATKINS. It will malce sure thaw little BOBBY 
koTTOk - -.ll be here. It vjiil malce sure that the reactionary 
races- -regime x-^ill not be able to put cox-m our leaders in prison, 
xjili not be able to put our freedom fighters in prison. In other 
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words, that there will be no more political prisoners because 
the people will not stand for it. The people will not stand 
for BOBBY S2ALE staying in prison like he is as nothing more 
than a prisoner of war. The people will not stand for seeing 
de las Raza facing the gas chamber. They will not stand for 
this because we will organize into a self-defense program or a 
survival program as you will. 

Remember that when v?e have to deal on this level we’ re 
dealing on the level just as other peoples secured areas that 
they called liberated territory. They secured these areas and 
they instituted certain programs to malce sure the people were 
fee. They instituted certain programs to make sure the people 
got some medical care. They instituted programs to malce sure 
that the peoples had shoes to cmar, so that we won' t have the 
situation like we have in Beaufort County and many other places 
where our people are walking around with worms in their stomaches 
even 'though we had a medical clinic there or we were affiliated 
■j-un a medical clinic there. We attempted to help out through 
r :. GhTCH but as soon as the people were cured they--we noticed 
•cl' ..t they got worms again, and that they would again bu affected 
with the worms because they did not have shoes to wear. And they 
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vjoald walk around and the ground was infested with the worms 
and again they would have parasite. So what we want, we want 
a preventive program. Ue xjant seme medicine. 

Ue know that most of ouz- problems come not from one 
single cause but a whole collection of variables. And this is 
why the Black Panther Party uses the science of Marxism, 
to understand all those variables, to understand the root cause 
and not just the septum. And we think that we use this science 
in a creative fashion, and this ';;hy we call ourselves practical 
revolutionists, Ue use this science in order to understand what 
is necessary for the ultimate answer. Ue--but Xi7hile we argue 
and while we work to achieve this ultimate ansx^er, X7e’ re still 
going to show concern about our people, /md as long as any 
program moves the people on toxjard the ultimate goal of 
revolution, than this program is not reformance. These questions 
have been argued many times before. The Black Panther Party 
doesn't have to much time to argue because we're too busy 
".T.rking, As Mj^-GOM said when he referred to the Civil Sights 
movement, "If you're really serious, you'll be too busy swinging 
to be singing. You see, so... 

Aatter of fact, as far a. singing is concerned and 
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dancing is concerned, vje ask the question nhy is there 
dancing and singing in the slave’ s quarters. A man \iho dies 
a natural- -a slave vho dies a natural death will not balance 
tvjo dead flies on the scales of eternity. 

We realize that as far as we’ re concerned many 
people ask the question what--why does the Black Panther Party 
suffer such repression and still exist. We exists number one, 
because X7e’ re revolutionists. Number txjo, that we will 
go on doing what we have to do because we realize that all-- 
death comes to every one. We realize that death comes to 
eyerycne and we never get out of life alive. So since that is the 
case, we must understand that since death comes to everyone that 
\;’e ’:7ill-“We do realize that it varies in its significance. To 
die for thw reactionary races is lighter than a feather. But 
to die for the revolution is heavier than Mount Tyes (phonetic) . 

That- -so tonight what I would like to say is what we 
really should do is concentrate less upon rhetoric, concentrate 
less upon rhetoric and put a real program in effect. Start in 
your own home town; start in Stockton. You see. But when you 
put these programs into effect make verj/" sure that the community 
ccm-trols the program. I^^lji^p|^^|^-^j:p^^utonomous program. That 
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it a revolution because revolutions always result in a socialist 
society. IJars of natioi'ai liberation might result in anything. 

In 1777 when this country fought one of the greatest 
powers in the world- -I imagine they fought one of tiie greatest 
pc’;jers in the world- -they didn’t worry at that time of the power 
of England. They didn* t worry about the fact that the English 
pce;^*l 2 bragged and said that the sun never set upon their domdn. 
They didn' t x^orry about this because they had made it quite 
clear that they would rather die than to live in bondage, than 
live subject to the will of a foreign power. America at that 
time was a colony, an English colony, and it fought England for 
its self “detenainatior. and for its freedom. In many ways it was 
a civil rights fight because 'the fight was initiated by taxation 
'i.’ithout representation. Isn® t that a very familiar sound- -taxa- 
tion without representation, That--what s peculiar about it is 
black people are still fighting that same fight of 1776. You 
see, we® re still... Ue’ re still fighting many places to vote, 
to vote and because we® re taxed there and we® re not represented, 
^-.s a (unintelligible) , this happens in the north as well as the 
South but only in the Worth they use other means and in 'the South 


—.ay tell us that ue can® t go 
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they give us a .'ret of alternatives that’ s really nc alternative. 
They give us a choice betf.veen the Democratic Party and the 
Republican Party, and ue Icnoi? that these two parties are ail 
aetibers of 'the international confederation of thieves. 

And at any rate I’ve jumped ahead of myself as I 
usually do. Please bear x-7ith me; I kind of jumped around. 

But I was explaining why the Black Panther Party 
realized- -became conscious that socialism was the only way for 
blacks in paticular and oppressed people in general. After the 
United states broke ax'7ay from Sngland, it established what we 
scmatimes call, the party sometimes called, democratic capitalism-- 
democratic capitalism for white people, slavery for black people. 


Ue called it democratic capitalism at that time, 1777, because 
the“-capitalism x-jas based upon free competition. One farmer 
could ccmpete against the other and whatever his c-.nbitions, how 
mucn ambi'cion he had, that® s hox-? much xjealth that he i-jould have. 
That there was much land, the economy x^as not nature and one could 
compete against the o'uher fellox-7. Of course, this very ^stem 
laid 'che foundation for the monster of exploitation and repres- 
sion that xje have today. But at that time perhaps x?e can malce a 
case f 'r democr..tic capitalism. For xjhite people this x-jas a very-- 
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it x:as soraexjhat a frsa and damocratic system bacause evaiyone 
could compete in the system. Host people could compete. So, 
as tine went along that some people had more a:abition than 
o'thers and some wera more less scrupulous and mora treacherous 
than the other fellow and they ended up with a bounty. In other 
words, they ended up with 'the wealth and more times than not it 
xms because of the latter, bacause of tha treachery than because 
of the ambition. So, anyway, you had people coining into xjealth 
such as the SOGXSFSLLSHs and through the railroads and so forth 
and the FORDs and so forth. So, the point that I'm attempting to 
maica is that at this time that the people could compete. But 
after the economy became mature and after industrialism happened 
ir. '.he nor'th, as a result of slavery in the South, they gave the 
rand owners, the white land owners, enough surplus profits to 
invest in a northern marlcet. That soon we had a mature economy, 
and after the maturity of the economy, it became difficult for 
people to compete against each other. 

Now at that same time, say 1365, Smancipation Proclamation, 
ve blades got our so called freedom, lie got our so called freedom. 
But we really didn® t get freedom; not even freedom to participate 
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of time in an economy that was still not 
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V;'e could have gotten frGedca--f£ could have gotten this 
frcedora if the Freednarh s Bureau had been honest j if they had 
been sincere. But "we know that America has never been sincere 
to black people. So a man by the name of TKADDEUS STEVENS -- 
THADDSUS STS\..hS spoke out and said that the only way blacks 
are going to be free after the emancipation is to have the land 
distributed to them- -twenty acres and a mule. This never happened; 
this is an overdue debtj and if this had happened black people 
still got to be free today but then we x-;ouid have a proportional- - 
would be proportionally represented in all of the classes. In 
other wordsj that \ie would have as many--we would have percentage 
wise as many b'-acic people who were tied up in the international 
conspiracy to rip up the world as we do white people. He would 
also have as many --there would be as many proportionally spealc- 
ir.g--wa would have as many blacks at the lower echelon, at the 
poverty -evel, as we would- -we would have as many whites as 
blacks as many Indians and Chinese and so forth. You would have 
a proportional representation in all the classes then. 

But still that' s not the goal that Black Panther Party 
end the people ';;ho are struggling for freedom across the world 
: :re interestec in. He' re interested in freedom, but we're inter- 
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an acraal oaioont of distribaticn of wealth 


than the people produced to everyone* So 'nould not have--that 
I' 11 answer the qcestion, llight non xie have a disproportional 
representation of blades on the lover echelon of our social 
stratification. That ue have blade people- -S07o of South blade 
people are at the very lowest classes. When I say loxjest 
classes I meant nothing derogatory because I realize that poverty 
is not nice and poverty of man can attain the end of nobility 
of his soul. But no so in begging for a beggar’ s not driven 
out of society with a stlcLe. He’ s swept out with a broom making 
it as huailiating as possible, and why not because a beggar first 
hutiii^rtes himself. So ail I’m doing is defining the situation. 
That blades are at the Icx.’est echelon of the pit at this time 
and it’ s because of the lack of- -because the Freedman’ s Bureau 
did not give us the land and mules we worked for. So how do we 
deal xjitn this? 

How as the socie'ty became mature and not only mature . 
but overdeveloped, it put everyone out of the gaice. '..e ::aund 
up with a small few men at the top of the mountain, and these 
fax? men represent again the big national corporations — at I 
fust :_.„nt.ioned are the 76 companies. Now, that when people 
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JO X’daf did they do. There nes no sense dj 
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dying economy ^ an econony already developed and overenpanded, 
so they locked to the Th 5 .rd Torid. They looked to the Third 
TJorld to invest the noney that they had ripped off ar*d so 
invested nor..../ in countries such as Latin /jaerica, Asia and 
Africa, and this lies a new market where they would take the 
rax^j materials, x^here they x-jould build factories in order to 
xjork the people for nothing practically or else bring the raw 
materiw-ls back home to feed to their nonsters that- -their 
monsoer machines that’ s polluting the air of this country and 
also polluting the air of the x-jorld because again they’ re not 
con- .ened about the people, nox; xhien people found out that they 
could not compete against the American capitalists- -uhey could 
not ccnpeue against that snail ruling circle because you had 
no longer denocratic capitalism. You had monopolistic capitalism, 
ana this is vhat x-:e have nox7. But i-ie gat some babbl-ng idiots 
such as I’TiXCh x...o says black people should subscribe to and strive 
for black capit,._lsm. Ke xjants it so thi^ can invest in the 
nalnstroam of the eccncmy. But yet xje notice that X'?hite people 
are investing in Africa wTh .7’ re investing in A£r_ . 0 


wlh -7* re investing in Axr 
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ia in order to reap 1,. aii» Bat tney' re not investing 


in the itnerican economy 3 a.

So you 
have a work relationship there. Until such time as we can develop 
uhe kind of society that will preserve those values and that 
culture that's essentially httnano I'm convinced that we're all 
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vhzn all tha tiaie another thing is in their interest. The Black 
Panther Par';^ knows the interests of the American people^ and we 
represent the interest of the hraerican people j and we say that 
we want things changed so that the people actually in face get 
whau is in ‘uheir interest j and that' s those things that will 
malce then freej and also those things that ^jill nalce us able to 
produce and create a fashion. I thinic that these are the two 
essential things that we could work forj and I say that these 
•things will only cone about after a structural change, Te will 
.:.:.t leave our destiny in the hands of a small click of capitalists;i 
Ue want some control. IJe want power. We want the people’ S“-we 
want the power in the people® s hands. If we cannot have this 
than the co'untry is in some trouble, Ue know that as soon as 
this country is transformed that it will not be necessary for 
otl'-ur countries to even speak in terms of nationalism. - You know 
I said before that the Black Panther Par'ty are internationalists. 
That we- re not nationalists, Ue® re not nationalists because 
.America is not a nation, number one, and it' s an empire even 
though blacks could work out a case for nationalism, I'm sure, 
because of 'uhe long train of abuses by the Merican government and

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Bat at the same timej, we know that the countries 
that are thousands of miles away from homej the African countries » 
are- -they’ re- -nations are separated £rom-“of course separated 
from the United States j they’re 15 j 000 miles away from home-- 
but yet United States imperialists will not let them exist in 
peace. United States imperialists will not let the people of 
the world exist in peace, so, therefore, these countries are not 
free 15,000 miles from home; hov? do vje expect to be free if we're 
separated in five states right side by side in United States 
imperialism. It doesn't make sense? It's simple logic. So we 
say that our only chance for freedom is to transform those condi- 
tions that enslave people. We know the slave cannot separate 
from the slavemaster without doing the slavemaster in because the 
slavemaster won’ t stand for it. Just as this country will not 
let us be free or the people of the world be free or any people 
be free until the country is devastated, and when I say the country, 
I mean those- -that small ruling click that is causing the 
trouble. 

The Black Panther Party, as you very well knoxi7, 
advocates self-defense, but we also advocate the abolition of war. 
We say that we're advocates of the abolition of war. We do ^.:t 
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vjar, but war can only be abolished through war. In order to get 
rid of the gun, it becomes necessary to take up the gun. So 
our real goal is to get rid of all wars. Our real goal is to get 
rid of weapons in this country, but, first, that we find it 
necessary to do something else, 

Nox 7, at the same time, it seems that our , philosophy’ s 
in contradiction. But I say it* s not in contradiction; again, 
it’ s paradoxical. Just as people don’ t understand the Chairman 
in China, MAO, I think his name is, that they don' t understand us 
because MiiO says that he's against--that is his motto that we’ve 
adopted, as a matter of fact- -that he' s against all wars. But at 
the same time, with the same breath, he says political pov7er grows 
through the barrel of a gun. Again, many of our people, many of 
our so-called scholars and intellectuals do not understand. So 
the Black Panther Party is here to point it out, that the first 
thing, that there' s no contradiction and because the Chairman makes 
it clear that power grows through the barrel of a gun. So 
emphasis should be added to grows, emphasis should be placed upon 
grows, but you hear many reactionaries saying that the Black Pantfer 
?e.ruy quotes MAO who says the political power grows through the 
power of a gun, We disagree with that. We say just what the 
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Chairman said. The first thing, that it grows through the barrel 
of a gun but it culminates in the ownership and the control of 
the land and the institutions thereon. After this occurs then 
we can get rid of the gun. So we say the same thing. That we 
want control and ownership of the land and the institutions 
thereon, and this is where the power is. Before that, your gun ' 
is only an influence or it grows but it has not reached its 
final destiny. So we take this position, and we also take the 
position of nonviolence. 

We don® t believe in violence, and we know that in order 
to get rid of violence we must stop that person x^ho' s bent upon 
violence, violence and genocide. We make a big difference--! 
think there® s a big difference between the violence of the 
aggressor x\/ho are the Americans in Vietnam and tlie self-defense of 
the National Liberation Front because the National Liberation 
Front X'jill be very happy if the Americans withdrax^ from the home- 
land so that they can have peace, you see. So really --and they 
xjanu peace, you see, because they disagree, and they don't x-jant 
violence so they know about it. They know that they disagree; 
they're not resigned. They won't be; they'll never be resigned. 
They x7on' t stop fighting until the country is free. So the people 
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in this country must adapt some of the philosophy that ve can 
apply to our particular situation even though ue kno-w most of it 
we cannot apply. That if we are going to have a socialism in 
the United States of America, it will be as our Minister of 
Information has said many times, a Yankee Doodle Dandy type of 
socialism, a socialism that* s home sprung and coming out of 
the- -recognizing the cultural continuity and the cultural 
reality of the American people. So we know that after this exists 
it will not be necessary for any country to claim nationalism. 

Mora countries who are fighting now say that they’ re not only 
internationalists but they're nationalists at the same time, We 
say that we can make a case for them because what they're really 
doing is fighting the war of national liberation in order to repel 
the American aggressor, the world enemy number one, in order to 
g-in liberated territory. They know that after the fight, after 
they gained- -after they decolonized that they still will not be 
free because America will not let them be free. So, therefore, we 
can only view their nation then as a (unintelligible) or liberated 
territory in order- -liberated in order to go on fighting 
loiperialism. Now, if they have become liberated and then join aiah 
the I/est--if they become liberated and join with the war monger 
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then this is reactionary nationalism. So we can make a case for 
reactionary nationalism v?here the people' s sole purpose is to 
become free in order to establish a safer base to fight United 
States imperialism, and this is why we support nationalism abroad 
and at home where we say that we always should keep our minds up 
on the international arena. We must do this because this country 
is a very powerful country and that we can only think of winning 
the vs&T of freedom through joining the hands of all of the people 
who are struggling in the world for the same purpose and that is 
to crush United States imperialism. After this happens--after 
the small ruling circle in this country is crushed. At that time 
we will stop even supporting anyone who calls himself a nationalist 
because I can' t now make a case for him.
